day’s sport will conclude with at attempt on 
the part of the great (pacer, Johnston (record 
2:10), to heat the three heats—2:11^, 2:11^ 
and 2:12|—made by Commodore Kittson’s 
Little Brown Jug, which Btands as the best 
three heats on record. The sale of Johnston 
to Commodore Kittson has been erroneously 
announced. The completion of the transac­ 
tion depends on the success or failure of this 
trial. 
The Land Grant or the Southern Pacific. 
Chicago, October 19.h.—A Washington 
special says: C. P. Huntington called on 
the President last night in relation to the ap. 
pcintment of a Commissioner to examine and 
report upon the completion of the Southern 
Pacific road from Fort Wayne to El Paso. 
An authentic report to-night is that Hunting­ 
ton’s mission was not successful, the Presi­ 
dent hesitating to assume the responsibility 
of appointing a Commissioner, which would, 
in effect, amount to an Executive decision 
that the Southern Pacific is a land grant 
toad. The result of this will bs to lay the 
whole c ise before Congress, which, it is un­ 
derstood, the Preaideut has decided to do 
without special recommendation. 
Insulting Mrs. Langtry. 
New York, October 19:h.—The World 
says: Mrs. Langtry visited W’al! street 
Wednesday to call upon her laywers. She 
was recognized by passers-by as she alighted 
from her carriage. A crowd soon gathered 
to stare and hoot at her. Street urchins 
called aloud for “ Freddie,” and pelted her 
with remarks more or less complimentary 
about her person. She was glad to escape 
into her counsel’s office, where Bhe gave vent 
to her indignation at the outrageous conduct 
of the crowd. Toe broker who witnessed the 
scene remarked that “ it has come to a pretty 
pass, that a woman, whoever she is, cannot 
be treated with common decency on the pub­ 
lic street.” 
The Dead B urglar-F uneral and W ake 
N ew Y ork, October 19 h.—At the wake 
and funeral of Walsh, the burglar, there were 
present many 
well-known professional 
thieves and politicians, such as Bill Vos- 
burgh, Abe Coakly, George Taylor, Young 
English, Pete McGarran, Johnny Rilet, 
Sheeny Mike, Jack Adams, Darkey Gillon 
and Bill Mosher—also members of the Board 
of Aldermen of New York and a State Sen­ 
ator from Brooklyn. A notorious tbief was 
the master epirit of the wake. Upon the 
mantel at the right stood a fi >ral cross, with 
"1. H. S.” interwoven with violets, a broken 
column, a cross with "John” marked in it, 
aud an anchor with the word " Rest.” 
Among the incidents are the following : 
George Walsb, when kissing the face of his 
dead brother, sobbad bitterly—" Oh, John, 
John ' if I was certain Billy Porter did this, 
he would not be long followin'* you.” The 
sisters sobbed and moaned as if their hearts 
were breaking. The eldest called on Heaven 
to «vence her brother’s death. 
Tüe Times in commenting on the above, 
says : The v,il that conceals from respectable 
citizens the intimacy existing he.ween polit­ 
ical burglars and thieving politicians is rarely 
lifted and torn away as it has been by the 
funerals of these two scoundrels, Irving and 
Walsh, Iu the light of this showing, the 
public, at a distance, can understand the un­ 
seemly rejoicing of onr Police Department, 
because two notorious criminals kill each 
other. 
Rescued from Death. 
C h icag o, October 19;b,—Charles Hyrani- 
mus, who was yesterday bnried alive at the 
bottom of a fifty-foot well, after an impris­ 
onment of twenty-four hours, was released 
alive. A gang of men were at work all night 
trying to excavate him, but the wall continued 
caving in, and at daylight there were several 
tons more of earth on the unfortunate man 
than last evening. A double curbing was 
then built about the inside of the wall, when 
the men again resumed tbe work of drawing 
out the earth. At noon tbe ground was 
cleared away, when a rope was placed abont 
Hyraniruus’ body, and by the aid of a wind­ 
lass Hyranimus was brought to the surface 
more dead than alive. Strange as it may ap­ 
pear, he had sustained no broken bones or se­ 
rious injury other than that resulting from 
non-circulation of the blood, which, it is 
thought, will result in the paralysis ef bis 
lower limbs. 
A Complete V indication. 
W ashington, October 19th.—The report 
of Lieutenant Garlington, Commander if the 
recent Arctic expedition for the relief of the 
Greely party, is a complete vindication of 
Garlington, so far as any disobedience of or­ 
ders are concerned. General H .xen, in a let­ 
ter tranemitting the report to the Secretary 
of War, says that the strictures which have 
been made upon Garlington were entirely un­ 
warranted. 
Crusade Against the “ Land C ruisers.’’ 
W a s h in g t o n , October 19th. — Commis­ 
sioner McFarland of the General Land Office 
is continuing the vigorous crusade inaugu­ 
rated against what are known as " land 
cruisers.” Upon the report of a special 
agent, thirteen entries of public land in Wash­ 
ington Territory were yesterday held for 
cancellation. The Commis-ioner says all 
parties in these cases appear to have com­ 
bined in committing frauds, even extending 
to the Notary who witnessed tbe papers. All 
the entries, after confirmation, were trans­ 
ferred to one individual, 
A Notable Reunion. 
N ew Y ork, October 19;h.—The following 
survivors of Stevtr.son’s expedition to Cal­ 
ifornia in 1846 will dine together in this city 
»u the 24.h instant: Russell Myers, James 
E. Hartman, Charles J. McPherson, Wm. 
H. Williams, A'den W. Janes, John Wolfe, 
Francis D. Clark, Joseph Evans, John H, 
Welsh, Jacob W. Norris—being the 35th an­ 
niversary of their discharge from service at 
Monterey, 
Political Gossip—Blaine and Lincoln. 
Chicago, October 19tb.—At Norfolk, Vo., 
yesterday, the Republican County Conven­ 
tion unanimously passed a resolution declar­ 
ing Mr. Blaine their choice for President, 
and Secretary Lincoln for Vice-President. 
Wben a vote was taken the colored delegates 
rose in their seats and sent up chter after 
cheer. Congressman Dusendorf was a prom­ 
inent factor in tbe Convention, and Mahone’s 
relation to the Convention gives it almost na­ 
tional importance, when tbe situation of the 
parties at Washington is concerned. 
A True B ill Against "O klahom a" Payue. 
L kavenworph (Ks.), October 19;h.—Tbe 
Federal Grand Jury found a true bill against 
D. L. Payne, better known as " Oklahoma ” 
Payoe, for conspiracy to violate the laws of 
tbe United States. 
Hanged fer M urder. 
N ew Y ork, October 19;b.—Edward Hovey, 
slayer of his sister-in-law, Mrs. Fannie Ver- 
milya, wag hanged in the Tombs this morn­ 
ing. 
Calhoun (Ga ), October 19;h,—Margaret 
H. Tryson (colored), the murderess of little 
Lsla Lewis, was hanged here to-day, in the 
presence of nearly 40,000 persons. 
Counterfeiter* Captured. 
M obile, Octobe- 19 4i.—Three counterfeit­ 
er®, rl nomas and Oliver B hannon and James 
Holloweli, alias Sprague, who were shadowed 
from Louisville by Government detectives, 
were raided this morning in the suburbs by 
’ddeciivis and police, Thomas Bohannon 


attempted to escape through a window, and 
was wounded and captured. The other two 
were seenred in the house, together with a 
woman who passed for the wife of Thomas. 
At the same time were captured plaster 
molds, metal battery, etc., all in ase at the 
time of the raid ; also §114 in counterfeit dol­ 
lar pieces. Oliver Bohannon is supposed to 
be an ex convict. He was formerly a tele­ 
graph operator at Fort Morgan. Before 
their arrest a great deal of money was uttered 
by the gang. 
The W omen's Congress. 
C hicago, October 19 h.—The closing day 
of the Women’s Congress opened w tb an 
executive stBaion, at which tbe following of­ 
ficers were elected for the ensuing vear; 
President. Julia Ward Howe, of Rhode 
Island; Vice-Presidents, one from each 
State; Secretary, Ella C. Chapman, of New 
York ; Treasurer, Henrietta L. Wolcott, of 
Massachusetts In the afternoon session Mrs. 
Julia Holmes Smitb, of Illinois, read a paper 
on “ Mourning Garb.” It took the ground 
that it sbonld be dispensed with as unwhole- 
somo, mentally and physically, and tbis opin­ 
ion was generally conceded in tbe discussion. 
Mrs. Dr. Mary E. Bagg, of New York, read 
an interesting paper on “ Historic Art.” In 
the evening Mrs. Augusta Cooper Bristol, of 
New JerBey, read a thoughtful and intelligent 
paper on “ Labor and Capital ’’ The lust 
paDer was by Julia Ward Howe, on 
" Benefits of Suffrage for Women.” She said 
the benefits would be two fold—to woman 
herself and to society. The physical weak- 
neseei of women were dilated on. The ballot 
wonld give her an independence which would 
enable her to throw off the thralldom of 
fashion, which repressed her vitally, made 
her beauty simply a dead beauty, and incap­ 
able of producing the best specimens of men 
and women. Relieved of her chains, her 
feminine weakness would disappear, and the 
effect on society of her improved progeny 
wonld be marked. She made theBe cardinal 
points: First—women would have a better 
world to work in ; second—better work to do; 
third—better ability to do it. 
The Silver Problem . 
N ew Y ork, October 19;h.—The Public, 
discussing the silver problem, says: There 
is no hope for rational legislation about silver 
next session, on account of the Presidential 
question, each party striving for the fourteen 
votes of California, Nevada and Colorado, 
with which either Bide believes it can win the 
contest which turns upon them. What in­ 
terest controls these States bjyond the min­ 
ing of silver? Nevada is a mere mining 
oamp. It has elected Jones and Fair, a Re­ 
publican and Democrat, to the Senate, not 
caring what they are otherwise so long as 
they have mines of silver. Colorado prodnces 
more than twice as much silver as any other 
State or Territory. It elects as its Repre.-enta* 
tive to Congress Belford, who openly declares 
his intention to defeat the Republican party, 
if it ceases to protect the industry of silver 
mining, as it protects the mining of iron. 
California, with a broader industry, has not 
yet escaped from the political domination of 
mining magnates. With all these people, 
the profits to be got from a mine, or from the 
sale of mining Btocks, outweigh other indus­ 
tries. They are shrewd enough to see that in 
tbe end a sound metallic policy, such as advo­ 
cated by Cernuschl abroad, and by Walker, 
Horton and Burchard in this country, might 
be advantageous to the silver-producing inter­ 
est also, bat they cannot make the people see 
it who have millisns at stake or. tbe sale of a 
mine or a block of mining stock within the 
next six months. 
The Krpubllran Parly R esponsible tor 
the Late LTvIl Rights Decision, 
K ansas Citt (M o.), October 19th.—The 
Colored Baptists, in Convention at Wyan­ 
dotte, representing a number of Western 
States and Territories, adopted resolutions 
protesting against the late decision of the Su­ 
preme Court on the Civil Right* Act. They 
charge the responsibility of the decision npon 
tbe Republican party, and give notice to all 
political parties, in a very general way, that 
they intend to hold whatever ground they can 
command as enfranchised American citizens. 
MU* Eiully Faithful! 
N ew Y ork, October 19th.—Miss Emily 
Faithfnll arrived on the City of Rome to­ 
day. After resting, she makes a lecture tour 
of all the States. Her new lecture is entitled 
“ Shame.” Mias Robinson, a wealthy lady, 
accompanies her. 
Oregon Transcontinental. 
N ew Y ork, October 19tb.—Doubtful au­ 
thority says a dispatch has been received 
from Portland, Or., stating that large sums 
of mosey have been sent to this city to keep 
up the margins in Oregon Transcontinental. 
Although the Oregon Trancontinental stock 
has fallen from 50 ta 35, there are many on 
the Pacific coast who have great confidence 
in it, and hive ordered the margins kept up, 
Tbe Railway Co m ine tors. 
K ansas C ity (Mo.), October 19;h.—The 
railway conductors this afternoon elected 
grand officers, as follows : Chief Conductor, 
C. F. Wheaton, of Elmira, N. Y.; Assistant, 
Samuel H. Datries, of Toronto; Secretary 
and Treasurer, W. P. Daniels, of Cedar Rap­ 
ids, la.; Senior Conductor, James Laughlin, 
of Kansas City ; Jnnior Conductor, E. H. 
Belknap, of Galesburg, 111.; Sentinels, L. P.

WEDDING PRESENTS IN CHINA. 
A lady writing from China to a friend 
in America gave the following deecription 
of customs in the Celestial Kingdom on the 
occasion of the marriage of a Chinese mer­ 
chant’s daughter, a email-footed “ lady," 
to a gentleman belonging to a wealthy and 
aristocratic family: Several days before 
the wedding many foreigners were invited 
to see the presents of the bridegroom to 
hiB bride. Noticeable among the numer­ 
ous articles were eight hundred large pies— 
a kind of mince pie, a moat indigestible 
compound prepared expressly to give the 
partakers thereof the most violent dyspep­ 
sia. On each pie two persimmons were 
placed. There were ten varieties of pastry, 
Some time before the wedding day, the 
groom had sent to the bride several dress 
patterns. Some were of elegant brocade, 
others of the soft crape silk, others of deli­ 
cate gauze. There were numerous pieces 
of rich and costly jewelry for the hair, the 
neck, the ears, the armB, and the ankles. 
The goods Bent by the groom were to 
be made up at the expense of the bride’s 
parents. This expense is often very great, 
as they must be elaborate with embroidery 
of silk and gold thread and costly jewels. 
When the bridal outfit was completed we 
were again invited to see tbe bride 
"dressed on trial.” AH day long the poor 
little bride must be ready to receive guests, 
to be talked about and inspected, but she 
must not speak a word. The elegance of 
her trons8eau is almost beyond description 
with the many, many dresses of silk and 
Batin and fnr, the exquisitely wrought 
bridal (collar, the dainty bridal shoes, the 
embroidered bed hangings and lovely bed­ 
clothes of silk and 9atin. Then there were 
her pewter furnishings, such as would an­ 
swer to onr silver cake-baskets, decanters, 
teapots, frnit-baskets, and the like. There 
were also her wooden tubs, painted red, 
aud the wardrobes for her clotehs, and her 
trnnks, also painted red. Red being the 
“ joyful color,” is found everywhere on 
the wedding day.—[Eleotra.

S an F rancisco, October 19;h.—The Gran­ 
ada arrived from Panama to-day, with one 
caBe of yellow fever on board. Tne shin was 
quarantined. The Granada stopped at Mazat- 
lan, where the fever prevails, but had no 
communication with the shore except to take 
in tbe mails, which were fumigated.

Advices from Gum m a*. 
G oatmab, October 19th.—Dr. Brown, who 
is at present attending the Bick here, has re­ 
ports of fonr deaths, two being of fever, in 
the last 24 hours, and some new cases ; but 
in all instances they have been new comers. 
From District Attorney Barnett it is 
learned that there is now none sick of the 
fever north of Hermosillo. The nights there 
are very cold. 
General Carbo and Governor Luis Torres 
are still at Magdalena. 
It is rumoted that Colonel Fernandez, the 
Prefect, haB tendered his resignation. He 
has inaugurated many improvements and en­ 
forced order, and among the law-abiding class 
his actlonB have given general satisfaction. 
Many refugees are returning, which ¡B a 
premature and bad move, as no public an­ 
nouncement has yet been made by the Board 
of Health in regard to the town being free of 
fever. Hermosillo is still affected, bnt deaths 
are more rare. 
No later news has been received of the Al- 
tata disaster. 
SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS. 
The annusl session of Bastera Idtar Order 
closed Thursday. 
H. M. S. Swiftsure and Sappho have sailed 
from this port. 
No opium has been discovered on the last 
two steamers from China. 
Captain Graham, master of the English 
ship Lady Cairns, was stricken with paraly­ 
sis on Wednesday evening. The vessel is in 
the stream awaiting orders. 
Suit has been commenced by Edward P. 
Peckham, a stockbroker, against George 
Uearst, the mining man, to recover $1 500 
and interest, alleged to have been paid to 
Hears! by plaintiff in March, 1809, the 
money to be used by Hearst in purchasing an 
undivided one-sixteenth part of a mining 
claim. 
A large nnmber of the bonds of the North­ 
ern Pacific Railroad have bren disposed of in 
San Francisco at 110. The road runs from 
West Oakland to Suisnn, a distance of forty- 
seven miles, with an extension from Wood­ 
land to Willows, a distance of seventy-five 
miles, the gap being covered by the Califor­ 
nia Pacific, 
As the steam sloop Sappho was passing out 
of the harbor Thursday, a seaman missed his 
footing and fell into the water. In an in­ 
stant two life buoys were tossed to him. The 
vessel was quickly hove to, a boat was lower­ 
ed, and it is said that scarcely three minutes 
elapsed before the fellow was safely landed in 
the rescuing boat. 
At a meeting Thursday evening, the Board 
of Health held a secret session, and resolved 
to remove Dr. I. S. Titu®, Superintending 
Physician of the City and County Hospital, 
the order to take effect on November 1st. 
The reasons for the removal have not yet 
been given. The caucus also appointed a 
Health Inspector named GanB. 
No business was transacted in Judge 
Toohey’s Court Friday morning, as the Csnrt 
declined to proceed with the trial of cases 
without a short-hand reporter. As the mat­ 
ter now stands, both Departments Eleven 
and Twelve will have to suspend all trials until 
the difficulty is remedied. Only minor busi­ 
ness, Buch as hearing motions, etc., can be 
transacted. 
A boy named Frank Baker, 16 years of 
age, son of a druggist in San Jose, tells an 
extraordinary tale of abduction and outrage. 
His story is that two tramps at San Jose 
locked him up in a box-car, which arrived in 
Oakland yesterday at 5 A M. While he was 
their prisoner he was horribly treated. The 
boy told his story to the police, and in the 
afternoon they found eight tramps at the Six­ 
teenth-street station, and the party, save one 
who escaped, were arrested. The boy posi­ 
tively identified one of the men, who gave 
the name of John Williams. 
It is estimated that both skilled and un­ 
skilled coolie laborers now receive from fifteen 
to twenty-five par cent, more pay than when 
the Restriction Act went into effect. Daring 
the scarcity of farm laborers the past sum­ 
mer, hop pickers have received twenty-five 
oents per hundred weight more than last 
year, and harvest bands received an increase 
of twenty per cent. About the same increase 
was asked by cigar makers. The Chinese are 
reported to ask higher wages forfrait packing 
than white women and children. 
Chief Crowley has received telegraphic ad­ 
vices from the Sheriff of Elko, Nev., to the 
effect that Henry Hyam®, arrested there last 
night on oomplaint of Herman Shainwald, 
charged with attempting to defrand his 
creditors, had applied for a writ of habeas 
corpus and would endeavor to secure his re­ 
lease on technical grounds. Chief Crowley 
at once telegraphed the necessary data, fur­ 
nished by Shainwald, so that the warrant 
can be sworn out at Elko to hold Hyams un­ 
til Governor Stoneman’s requisition arrives 
there. 
There are only four nations in the world 
to-day that are paying their way. England 
generally manages to make ends meet and 
show a trifling surplus of $2,000,000 or 
$3,C00,000 to be applied to the reduction 
of its enormons national debt; the United 
States, in spite of Congressional extrava­ 
gance, puts by nearly fifty times as much ;

Admiral Galiber was preparing to re­ 
sume the offensive on the caast, where the 
Hovas have recaptured several places. The 
English naval authorities are described as 
very hastile to the French. 
R elief for Sufferers. 
A thens, October 19th.—The Government 
has sent two ships to the Grecian Archipelago 
with supplies for the sufferers by earthquake. 
One thousand two hundred bodies have been 
recovered near Chesme in Anatome. The 
earth near Atlatca literally swallowed up 
houses and people.

Frightful Colliery Disaster. 
L ondon, October 19tb.—There has been an 
explosion at the Wharncliff Cartoon colliery, 
Yorkshire, Twenty-three men were in the 
pit at the time. It is believed that all per­ 
ished. Three be dies have already been re­ 
covered. 
L ater —When the explosion occurred five 
men rushed to the bottom of the shaft and 
were rescued, though injured. Tbe men re­ 
maining in the pit number twenty. A search 
force was organized, but the falling of the 
roof of the pit retards the work. The ex­ 
plosion is attributed to a blast shot. 
The Reare al H alifax. 
H alifax (N. S.), October 19th,—Since the 
arrest of Holmes and Bracken, suspected of 
connection with the infernal dynamite con­ 
spiracy, the bíx British war ships in port are 
more carefully guarded from any secret oper­ 
ations that might be directed on them.

A cavity in a grindstone may be repaired 
as follows : “ Take a piece of old grind­ 
stone and pound it up quite fine, or procure 
some fine, sharp sand and sift ont the 
coarsest, UBing only the fine ; 
make 
this 
into 
a 
paste 
with 
one-third 
the balk of 
hydraulic lime or cement 
and sufficient water glass ; undercut the 
cavity in the grindstone or drill key-holes 
in it, and fill it with the cement as above 
made. 
It will harden very rapidly. Very 
good artificial stones may be made in this 
manner in a mold to which considerable 
Dressure can be applied. 
Lieutenant Dick, of the Russian army, 
has discovered a new illuminating Bab- 
stance, in the form of a powder which 
causes any objects to which it may be ap­ 
plied to become luminous. 
W ater in a 
glass vessel may be converted into an illu­ 
minating fluid by the addition of some of 
the powder. The newillnmicant consumes 
no oxygen, and its use in mining operations 
is therefore recommended. 
Its illuminat­ 
ing power lasts eight hours, when a new 
supply of the powder becomes necessary. 
The German Government has lately been 
experimenting with the snbstance.

A pretty way to decorate plush panels 
for an evening is to arrange a spray ef 
flowers, either natural or artificial, and tie 
it with satin ribbon, and hang it in a grace­ 
ful. carefully careless way on the panel. 
Punch made with guava jelly is nice for 
an invalid. 
This is a very old receipt, and 
is valuable : One part of lime oi lemon 
juice, two parts of sweet guava jelly and 
white sugar, dissolved in boiling water, 
three parts of old rum, four parts of water. 
Mush made in this way is excellent: 
Boil a qnart of water. 
Stir a pint of cold 
milk with one pint of corn mesl and one 
tablespoonful of salt. 
Pour this into the 
boiling water gradually, and let it all boil 
for half an hoar. 
W atch it carefully to 
prevent burning. 
A good way to extract the jnice of beef 
for an invalid is to broil the beef on a grid­ 
iron for a few minutes, and then squeeze 
the juice from it with a lemon-squeezer ; 
pnt a little Balt with it. 
This m ay be 
given as the sick one prefers, cold or hot, 
or it m a y be frozen aud given in small 
lumps. 
Country housewives who mnst wait long 
for the oyster, are obliged to invent dishes 
for tea which may take its place. 
“ Veal 
oysters ” will sometimes do this. 
Cut the 
veal in small squares, dip in butter, and fry 
until brown in hot lard. 
Serve while very 
hot, with a pinch of cayenne pepper and 
plenty of salt on them. 
A delicate entree ia made by scraping 
ten small table carrots, and patting them 
in a saceepan with three ounces of butter. 
Let them simmer gently; when yon judge 
that they have cooked for fifteen minutes, 
add some salt, pepper, a very small onion 
chopped fine, and a little—say a teaspoon­ 
ful—of chopped parsley. 
When the car­ 
rots are tender, drain the butter from 
them, and Berve hot 
This is a nice dish 
with roast beef. 
A very ornamental stand-cover or small 
table-cover is made by catting a piece of 
felt the exact size and shape of the table- 
top. If the table has a scalloped or pointed 
top, the cover must have also. 
At each 
point or scallop pnt a piece of plnsb or 
velvet; a square blook íb preferable to any 
other form. 
Btind-Btitch this to the felt, 
and then around the edge put fancy silk- 
stitches, and add a tassel to each point. 
Here is a receipt for making cologne- 
water : Two drachms of oil of lemon, two 
drachms of oil of rosemary, two of oil of 
bergamot, one drachm of oil of lavender, 
ten drops each of oil of cinnamon and of 
cloves, two drops oil of roses, tincture of 
musk eight drops. 
1’ut all these into a 
quart of the best alcohol, cork tightly and 
shake hard for a few minutes. 
This im­ 
proves by age. 
If not strong enongh for 
your pleasure, nse less alcohol. 
The rubber rings used to assist in keep 
ing the air from fruit cans sometimes be­ 
come so dry and brittle as to be almost 
useless. 
They can be restored to normal 
condition, nsnally, by letting them lie in 
water in which you have put a little am­ 
monia. 
Mix in this proportion : One part 
ammonia and two parts water. 
Sometimes 
they do not need to lie in this more than 
five minutes, bnt frequently a half hour is 
needed to restore their elasticity. 
• 
Robert Collyer says : “ Good homes are 
like good apple trees—they propagate after 
their kind. What you Bee in New England 
in one era, yon see in Minnesota in an­ 
other, and when we make a home our chil­ 
dren will love to think of in forty years, 
wo make what they will then have made 
out of loving memories. 
If things go 
harder with some of the children than 
with rs, and they never realiza snoh a 
home, still what we give them will bless 
them all their days.” 
Lovely little wraps for the baby-earriage 
are made of two pieces of flannel—one, for 
instance, of blue, ami one of white ; pink 
the edges of both. 
If the blue is to serve 
for a lining, pnt a pretty design in outline 
stitch on it, and then catch the blue and 
white together with a row of feather 
stitching about two inches from the edge. 
If you wish to make it still more orna­ 
mental, a handsome bow of blue satin rib­ 
bon just above the embroidery is handsome. 
How long it will remain so depends on how 
well-behaved the baby is. 
Red cabbage mixed with white makes an 
excellent pickle. 
Slice the cabbage very 
fine. 
For three heads of oabbage scald 
two quarts of vinegar of medium strength ; 
add two tablespoonfuls of sugar ; put into 
a bag one tablespoonfnl each of cloves and 
cinnamon, and half a teaspoonful of black 
pepper ; put the little bag of spices in the 
vinegar when you scald it, and let it re 
main in the pan when yoa pour the vinegar 
in over the cabbage ; press the cabbage 
down with a plate with a weight on it, so 
that the cabbage will be nnder the vinegar. 
A very pretty tidy is made by sewiDg 
strips of Valenciennes insertion together 
until yon have the desired size for a tidy ; 
line this with ribbon of different colors, 
and it may be of different widths ; finish 
with a lace edge. 
The ribbons need not be 
entirely fresh, but must be ironed smooth. 
Another way to make a handsome tidy at 
small expense is to get an oblong or square 
of satin ; cover half of it diagonally with 
lace insertion sewed together ; trim with 
a pretty edge, and on the corner of the 
satin which is not covered by lace, work a 
spray of flowers. 
An excellent way to preserve ripe toma­ 
toes is first to peel them, then weigh them 
and add to them as much sngar as you have 
of the peeled tomatoes. 
To this quantity 
allow the juice of three lemoDS. 
Cat up 
the tomatoes and let them stand all night 
with the sugar scattered over them. 
In 
the morning pour off this syrup and boil 
i t ; skim it until it is clear. After this put 
the tomatoes in the syrup and let them 
simmer gently for twenty-five minutes, 
then take them out with a strainer of Borne 
kind, pnt them in a jar, and after the juice 
is as thick as yon care to have it pout it 
over the frnit and can or seal it in jars. 
Tapioca Cream—Soak a teacupfnl of tap­ 
ioca over night in milk. 
The next day 
stir into it the yolks of three eggs well 
beaten, and a capful of sugar. 
Place a 
quart of milk on the fire; let it come to 
the boiling point, and then stir in the tap­ 
ioca, and iet the whole cook until it has 
thickened ; then take it off the fire and 
stir in the whites of the eggs beaten to a 
froth. 
Flavor to taste. 
A small portion 
of the beaten whiteB of the eggs can be 
Baved to deoorate the top. 
Stir into the 
latter a little sugar, put it into a paper 
funoel, press it ont over the top of the 
pudding according to fancy, and place it 
in the oven a few moments to color.

W hen 
Bbe saw other 
girls with loving mothers and a good home 
her mind would he carried back to the time 
when she wa3 greeted with a m other’s kiss 
— all this she remembered, although she 
was but a child when these happy circum­ 
stances were her’s. 
Over a year ago she 
gave np her hard work in the country »Dd 
came to Ghioo in search of something easier 
to do. 
She went to service as a waiter-girl 
in a rtstauraut, and in an evil honr she 
fell. 
A fterw ard she went into a dis­ 
reputable house on W all street, and here 
she fell in love with R iley' Strahl, and he 
promised to lead her to the altar. 
She 
gave him money in large sums at various 
times, thinking he would keep it until that 
happy day when she would be led to the 
altar. 
A fter living a life of shame for over 
a year she became a respected member of 
the M ethodist Church, and was determined 
to lead a pure life. 
I t is stated th a t her 
story appeared to be one of tru th , and it 
appealed directly to the hearts of all. 
It 
was claimed during the trial th at Ril y 
Strahl took the poisoned wine to Mollie s 
residence, and tbere persuaded her to join 
him in a social glass, she not suspecting 
anything wrong. 
She was overjoyed by

ing. 


HOW ro AVOID 
GETTIND 
FAT. 


A new book on “ Corpulence and Its 
T reatm ent ” has lately been published in 
Germany by Prof. Ebstein, of Gottingen. 
He is not, like the English “ savior of the 
stout,” full of overflowing thankfulness 
for relief from his disease ; probably he 
has not even suffered from it, for corpulent 
men are rarely stern and strict. 
His 
method also differs from th at of Banting. 
According to Eostein, the primary cause of 
corpulency is the w ant of sufficient energy 
to renounce the so-called attractions of life. 
He firmly m aintains th at fat is produced 
merely by over-eating and drinking. W ater 
and drinking cures are altogether con­ 
demned by Prof. Ebstein ; and while the 
Banting system teacheB th at “ fat makes 
fat,” this doctrine is directly opposed by 
Prof. Ebatein, in whose ideal of fare for 
those suffering from corpulency fat forms a 
great feature. 
“ The 250 grammes of 
bacoD,” says Prof. Ebstein, 
“ which our 
E nperor ordered to be delivered daily to 
all soldiers taking part in the French cam­ 
paign of 1870, are, so to speak, an official 
acknowledgment of the importance of fat 
in the rational nourishm ent of a hard­ 
working m an.” 
The annexed bill of fare is th at proposed 
by Professor Ebstein for an average case of 
corpulency, the invalid being supposed to 
be 41 years of age, and having suffered 
frcm increasing stoutness for twenty-five 
years. 
The disease is supposed to be con­ 
tracted by insufficient bodily exercise, a 
diet consisting of such things as are h u rt­ 
ful, among which are named all sweet 
dishes and those containing mucb albumen, 
and those devoid of a sufficient quantity 
of fat. 
Breakfast—A large cup of black tea, 
w ithout milk or sugar ; fifty grammes of 
white bread, or toasted brown bread with 
plenty of butter. 
Dinner—Soup (frequently and with bone 
marrow), 120 to 180 grammes of meat, 
boiled ur roasted, w ith fat gravy—fat meat 
being preferable ; a small quantity of veg­ 
etables, particularly leguminous, but alio 
all kinds of cabbage. Turnips are excluded 
because of the sugar obtained in them ; po­ 
tatoes are altogether excluded. 
After din­ 
ner some fresh fruit, when in season, as 
d e ssert: a salad or baked fruit w ithout 
sugar. 
Two or three glasses of a light 
wine. 
Soon after dinner a large cup of 
black tea, w ithout milk aDd sugar. 
Supper—In w inter regularly, in summer 
occasionally, a large cup of black tea w ith­ 
out milk and sugar. 
An egg or some fat 
roast meat, or both, sometimes fat ham, 
smoked or fresh fish, about th irty grammes 
of white bread, w ith plenty of butter, and 
occasionally a small quantity of cheese and 
some fresh fruit.—[Pall Mall Gazette. 


E v a p o k a t i o n in G r e a t S a l t L a k e . — 
The Salt Lake Tribune Bays : 
Four yea.'s ago a bathing resort was 
opened at Lake Shore, on G reat Salt Lake, 
a short distance Bouth of Farmington, and 
for a time it was a popular place. 
The 
dre8eing-rooms were built on piles in w ater 
three or four feet deep. 
The lake fell so 
much th at the following year the pier was 
extended further out in the w ater and 
placed on a lower level ; yet the place be­ 
came useless as a bathing resort, and was 
abandoned. 
Tne lake rises every spring 
and tnen recedes in the summer and fall, 
through the process of evaporation and 
smaller supply of water in the s'ream s. A t 
Lake Shore the water is estim ated to be 
five or six feetlower than it was last spring. 
The changes th at occur in the quantity of 
w ater in this lake would be au interest­ 
ing subject of observation and study were 
there any definite records keptof its rise and 
fall. 
A t Black Rock the Smithsonian In ­ 
stitution erected a monument some four or 
five years ago to show the level of the lake 
a t th at tim e, but there is nothing cn it to 
show the exact point, and the monument 
is now far above the water. 
The physical 
teatures of the lake have not been regarded 
with as much interest as they should have 
been in the past, and we hope a good sys­ 
tem of 
measuring the w ater will 
be 
adopted 
by 
some 
one, 
so 
th at 
in 
the 
future 
we 
may 
have exact data 
for 
public 
information. 
T hat 
the 
lake is much lower than it was four or five 
years ago is conceded by all familiar with 
it, and it is generally known th at its pres­ 
ent Burface is several feet above w hat it 
was wheD, tw enty years ago, cattle forded 
to Antelope island.

Leaf Photosraphs. 
A very pretty amusement, especially for 
those who have ju st completed the study 
of botany, is the taking of leaf photo­ 
graphs. 
One very simple process is this : 
A t any druggist’s get an ounce of bichro­ 
m ate of potassium. 
P u t this into a pint 
bottle of water. 
W hen the solution be­ 
comes saturated—th at is, when the water 
has dissolved aB much as it will—pour off 
some of the liquid into a shallow dish ; on 
this float a piece of ordinary w riting paper 
until it Í3 thoroughly moistened. 
Let it 
become dry in the dark. 
I t should be a 
bright yellow. On this put the leaf—under 
it a piece of soft black cloth, and several 
sheets of newspapers. 
P u t theBe between 
two pieces of glass (all of the pieces the 
same size) and w ith spring clothes-pins 
faBten them together. 
Expose to a bright 
sun ; place the leaf so th at the rays will 
fall upon it as nearly perpendicular as pos­ 
sible. 
In a few moments it will begin to 
turn brown ; bu t it requires from half an 
hour to several hours to produce a perfect 
print. 
W hen it has become dark enough, 
take it from 
the 
frame 
and 
put 
it 
into clear water, which m ust be chaDged 
every few minutes until the yellow part 
becomes white. 
Sometimes the leaf-vein- 
ings will be quite distinct. 
By following 
these instructions it is scarcely possible to 
fail, and a little practice will make perfect.

The H um beldt Queen, in Sacramento 
District, Nevada county, shows black sul- 
phurets of $400 per ton. 
In the Sugar Pine D istrict the Holman 
mine shows very rich quartz, and the vein 
has indications of permanency. 
The ram has put the miners in Amador 
county in good humor. 
The Plym outh 
mine hopes to have sixty stamps at work 
Boon. 
A new field of mining has been discov­ 
ered, called the B utte Valley D istrict, 
north of Calico 100 miles, th at shows very 
rich ore. 
The M ountain Brow mine at the Liva 
Beds, Los Angeles county, belonging to H. 
K. A. Sparknle, is turning out ore th at 
yields $S to the pound. 
The Bald M ountain Extension Company 
cleaned up seventy-three ounces of gold on 
the ticb, as a result of the past week’s work 
in the South Fork mine a t Forest City. 
There are rich veins at Sawmill Flat, 
about Bald M onntain, Tuolumne county. 
Antone Marcus recently got six ounces to 
the pan from a lead about live or six icches 
wide, which runs from Sawmill gulch into 
Bald Mountain. 
The Sonoma Democrat says : Supervisor 
Houser brought down a quantity of coal 
from a new-discovered ledge near his place 
in Salt Point township. 
I t is a fine sam ­ 
ple of out croppings, burns well, having 
been tested in a stove and blacksm ith’s 
forge and proven satisfactory. 
Tne prospects of Tioga Camp are very 
bright. 
The tunnel of the G reat Sierra 
Mining Company is in over 1,000 feet, and 
it is expected to tap the M ount Dana and 
Sheepherder ledges by the 1st of January. 
Several small veins or stringers have been 
cut by the funnel, some of them carrying 
a fine quality of galena. 
A line formation 
has been struck, which indicates th at when 
the two main ledges are tapped the ore 
will be of a character easily sm elted.— 
[Sonora Democrat. 
W . H. W ard, who is engaged in develop­ 
ing a qnartz claim near the famous Four 
H ills mine, ten or twelve miles above 
Downieville, and R. E. W oodward, a civil 
engineer, arrived from Sierra. 
They are 
talking about building a wagon road to 
connect Downieville with the Four Hills 
region, the survey having been made by 
Mr, W oodward. 
If this is done the sup­ 
plies for th at section will then be shipped 
via Nevada City, instead of through M arys­ 
ville, as now.—[Nevada City Transcript.

bies, that may or may not be vices—like 
excessive indulgence in silly games or the 
collection of things of trilling consequence. 
A man in London recently made aud ex­ 
hibited an enormous collection of cigar 
stumps. 
Only those hobbies are to be recommended 
which pleasantly occupy and entertain 
one’s hours of leisure, and tend to develop 
both mind and 
body. 
W alking tours, 
athletic exercises, boating, shooting, mili­ 
tary drill, sketching, painting, modeling, 
carving, embroidery ; gardening, practical 
study of plants, rock and animals ; experi­ 
ments in 
chemistry, photography and 
phyBics ; reading and book study on various 
topics ; collecting of mineral?, shells, coins, 
stamps, relics, curiosities, hooks, pictures, 
autographs and stereoscopic view s; 
the 
taming and training of animals ; the prac­ 
tice of music, elocution and acting; liter­ 
ary work ; observations with telescope or 
microscope; 
bee, poultry and silkworm 
keeping, are among the tbingB which en­ 
gage the tim e and attention of different 
people, and all of them may be productive 
of excellent results. 
The hobbies of some 
men have made them richer and wiser and 
more famous than the professions and 
trades they have adopted. 
Seymour H a­ 
den, the famous living English etcher, 
whose works command prices th at seem 
extravagant, is a physician, who took up 
the art purely for amusemeot. 
Mrs. Cam­ 
eron, whose artistic work in photography 
is highly prized by collectors, merely in­ 
dulged in photography as a hobby. 
Nearer 
home we m ight name many artists of en­ 
viable reputation whose beginning has been 
th at of amateurs. 
Oae lady, Mrs. W hit­ 
comb, of this city, for instance, w hise 
practical interest in drawing and painting 
was awakened not long ago by her daugh­ 
te r’s studies, baa quickly risen to a fore­ 
most place in her-chosen field by virtue of 
a genius for form and color, the existence 
of which she had never before suspected. 
To get the greatest amount of good from 
a hobby, one m ust be thorough ; m ust try 
to learn everything pertaining to it, and 
m ust be persistent in its practice. 
“ Con­ 
stant dropping wears away a stone,” and 
slight and oft-repeated application will en­ 
able you to m aster almost any subject. 
Suppose, for instance, th a t you have a 
hobby for collecting minerals. 
Your aim 
should not be to fill a set of shelves with 
pretty pebbles aod fragments th at have no 
meaning for you, but to gather a collection 
th at shall represent every variety of m in­ 
eral form obtainable, and show, at least in 
part, w hat this world is made of. 
You 
can begin in your own yards, and let the 
examples of 
granite, schist, limestone, 
sandstone or slate, th at you may find there, 
stand upon your shelves until you find 
larger and purer specimens. 
They should 
he washed, classified and labeled the label 
bearing not only the name and variety of 
the mineral, but the name of the township 
and State in which it was found ; a chem­ 
ical formula to express its constituents, if 
you know them, and a num ber correspond­ 
ing to the page number of some good 
mineralogy—Dana’s, for instance—which 
should be studied in conjunction with the 
examination of the specimens. 
As “ the lines of knowledge crosB one 
another,” you will find yourself learning 
something of everything, while trying to 
learn everything about your specialty. 
You will obtain glimpses into the sciences 
of 
geology, 
chemistry, geometry 
and 
physics while studying mineralogy ; you 
will gain a new deftness of band in your 
experiments with hammer, acids and blow­ 
pipe ; you will be led into the habit of 
close observation ; you will be persuaded 
into many pleasant, healthful walks in the 
search for specimens ; you will learn much 
iu visiting mus. urns and private collections 
of m inerals; and, if you feel a genuine in­ 
terest in the subject, the accumulation of 
knowledge will all this time be so easy, 
gradual and unconscious, th at you will be 
surprised, on looking back to the period 
when yon began your collection, to see 
how much you have learned. 
B ut don’t indulge the belief th at you 
have exhausted any subject, no m atter how 
narrow your field of study or how small 
the hobby th at yon ride. 
The wiseBt men 
have been those who most clearly realized 
their lack of knowledge. 
Iu their studies 
they have touched upon so many things 
th at defy understanding, th at they see 
how little the learning of all hum anity 
amounts to, compared with w hat remains 
to be learned. 
But everybody can do his 
best, and be in earnest ; and to be in 
earnest w ith one’s hobby is the way to 
train it well and ride it skillfully. 
W hen 
thoroughly mastered, hobbies 
generally 
prove serviceable, and, if wisely chosen, 
are always good companions.—[The M as­ 
tery.

The arteries enlarge 
or contrast as their proper nerves send to 
them the necessary force, ju st as do all the 
muscles. 
W hatever, therefore, exhausts 
the nervous system may weaken the nerv­ 
ous centers which control the arteries of 
the brain. 
The nervous system may be 
thus exhausted by an aboBeof stim ulants— 
tea, coffee, spirits, opiates, etc.; by sexual 
excess, by m ental strain, from too continu­ 
ous study, from too unrem itting labor, 
from prolonged care and anxiety, and from 
high emotional excitement. 
W hatever the 
cause, the first requisition is to get rid of 
it. 
Insom nia characteriz»s 
fevers and 
some other diseases, aud old age. B utyonr 
general health is good with tho exception 
of extreme nervousness. 
The inference is, 
therefore, th at your sleeplessness íb caused 
by nervous exhaustion. 
But whatever the 
cause, you need medical treatm ent from a 
first-class physician. 
Such a one will un­ 
doubtedly prescribe the bromides, or ar- 
8emous acid, with, perhaps, galvanic elec­ 
tricity ; and haviDg watched the effect for 
a m onth or so, will tone up your system 
w ith the stronger tonics. 
You should use 
nutritious and digestible food, take ample 
but not excessive exercise in the open air, 
use frequent baths, hot or cold, and a hot 
foot-bath before retiring. 
A fight meal at 
the same tim e is often helpful, hy diverting 
the blood from the brain to the strm ach. 
A change for a few weeks or months, if 
possible, from one's ordinary surroundings, 
is highly desirable.—[Y outh’s Companion.

have added do virtue to it. The Act that 
Congress did pass did not refer to the at­ 
tempt by any Stale to pass or enforce aDy 
law to deprive you of any right. It was 
a 
law 
to 
punish 
individual* who 
might infringe upon your rights. But in 
the absence of State legislation to the con­ 
trary, you must see that the assumption is 
that the State law protects you equally 
with other citizens. To the State is re­ 
served the right to afford remedies for the 
wrongs of her citizens. Congress could 
not do so, and keep within its proper 
sphere. Its attem pt to say that the ex­ 
clusion of you and your family from a car 
or a hotel, etc., should be punished in this 
way, or that, if justifiable, would also jus­ 
tify legislation by Congress on every con­ 
ceivable subject in which the rights of per­ 
sons or property might be involved, and 
the scope, you will see, of such legislation 
is so broad, tbat to admit it would be to 
destroy the independency of the States of 
the Union, and to destroy the Union itself. 
Your rights rest on a firmer basis than the 
fluctuating opinions and whims of a Con­ 
gress which changes its political complex­ 
ion frequently. They do not require legis­ 
lation to guarantee them to you. They 
are declared in the Constitution to be the 
same with all men. In your State you 
have the right to protection under the laws, 
in the making of which you and your 
neighbors have a voice. In the absence of 
express affirmative statutes saying this, that, 
or the other thing shall not he done to the 
man with the black skin, there is the uni­ 
versal law of the State which declares such 
things shall not be done to any man, and 
that Secures to all men their rights. You 
must see, therefore, that the decision over 
which you are now so much exercised has 
not cut short a single right, nor has it ab­ 
breviated a aingle remedy ; it has simply 
drawn the line anew between the proper 
legislation in which Congress may engage 
and that in which it may not indnlge. 


TH5 LIABILITY OF ACCIDENT TO THE 
EARTH. 


A FEW 
PLAIN WORDS TO THE 
ORED CITIZEN, 
COL- 


It is evident from the hot-tempered man­ 
ifestations of the colored people through­ 
out the country that there is a vast deal of 
misapprehension concerning the civil rightB 
bill decision. It should be understood that 
it haB in no respect changed the situation, 
before the law, of the colored man. If 
anything it has absolutely improved his 
condition, since it is a renewed recognition 
of his e uality under the Fourteenth 
Amendment, before the law. It says to 
nim this legislation by Congress was sur­ 
plusage. It was about a m atter which be­ 
longs to the police regulation system of a 
State. The decision in reality speaks after 
this fashion to the colored citizen : 
You are invested with all rights un­ 
der the Constitution. If any rights of 
whiteB or blacks are invaded, they must go 
¡ato the State Courts and pursue their 
remedy for damages. No State shall, or 
can, pass a law to deprive you of any right, 
if a State attempts to do so, the Federal 
Coarts will intervene and set aside all such 
enactments. Understand, colored citizen, 
that instead, of seeking redress in the Fed­ 
eral Courts for infringement of your rights, 
that being the equal of any other citizen, 
.laving the same status as any other citizen 
nsfore the law, you have the same reme­ 
dies and must pursue the same course for 
their enforcement as does the white man. 
if it is not clear to you yet why the civil 
rights bill as to the States is unconstitu­ 
tional, then consider that the Fourteenth 
Amendment declares that Congress shall 
lass the necessary Acts to carry it into 
effect. Tnis amendment was adopted in 
SG8. In 1875 CoBgresB passed the Act 
•dative to your possible or actual ex­ 
clusion 
from 
hotels, 
theaters, 
etc., 
and declared that 
all 
sHch 
things 
should 
be 
offenees 
before the law, 
onnishable by fine or 
imprisonment, 
or both. Unquestionably this was done 
because you had been moBt unjustly 
treated in several States in this regard— 
even unmercifully and cruelly so. Now 
was that Act in obedicnoe to the mandate 
to Congress to pass laws to carry into ef­ 
fect the amendment ? The Supreme Court, 
construing the law by the rules of con­ 
struction which for ages had prevailed, 
and having in view that fundamental prin­ 
ciple and mandate which prohibits Con­ 
gress from legislating on matters reeerved 
to the States as sovereignties, says that 
Act was not in obedience to that mandate, 
for the amendment provides that no State 
shall pass or enforce any law to deprive 
you of any right. If a State does not 
pass anv snch a law, the common law, the 
statutes of the States relative to the pres­ 
ervation of human life, liberty and prop­ 
erty, are as much for you as for the white 
man. Yon have the same right to sue and 
to be sued, to follow up wrong-doers, and 
to enforce your rights as an equal with 
the white man. He has no greater right 
than you, and you no superior right to his. 
W hat Congress might have done would 
cave been to pass an Act saying: “ It 
shall be unlawful for any State to pass any 
(aw, or to attem pt to enforce any law, dis­ 
criminating against the natural right of any 
man because of color.” But that wonld 
been simply repeating the words and 
» ctim ent of the amendment. It could 


W ith the approach of each comet, and 
the advent of every meteoric season—and 
one of which is now near at hand—timid 
sonls are possessed of fears that the earth 
may collide with some of the planetary or 
erratic bodies moving in space, and with 
disastrous consequences to the people of 
our ball. Professor C. A. Young, with a 
view of allaying the fears of all snch, has 
prepared a very pleasing, not to say amus­ 
ing, paper on the subject, in which he 
holds that all such liability is so far re­ 
moved as to make it a m atter of most in­ 
finitely small consequence to hnman kind. 
While Sir William Thompson was justified 
in saying that collisions must occur between 
great masses moving oat through space, 
just as surely as that ships “ steered with 
intelligence to prevent collision cannot 
cross the Atlantic for thousands of years 
with immunity frem collision.” ThiB, be­ 
cause there is nothing to indicate in the 
stellar universe any Buch structural ar­ 
rangement as is manifest in the plan­ 
etary system. In 
other 
words, the 
stars in 
great numbers 
are 
Hying 
through space 
as free 
lances, 
un­ 
trammeled by the laws of attraction 
or central dominance. But, says Professor 
\roung, there are no positive evidences 
that any collisions have occurred in the 
heavens, though, we presume, he would 
admit that some inferential testimony is to 
be found. Then, the heavens are not so 
crowded as people often suppose. In fact, 
the firmaneut is really louesome in its 
emptiness according to our essayist, since, 
if bodies of respectable size are considered, 
they lie desolate millions of millions of 
miles apart. Our nearest stellar neighbor 
is more than eighteen millions of millions 
of miles from the sun. 
If we conceive of 
two stars at such a distance and rushing 
toward each other at the rate of ten miles 
a second, it wonld take no leBS than SO,- 
000 years for them to meet. 
Herschel’s 
familiar illustration will be remembered. 
Let the sun be represented by a globe two 
feet in diameter, and oranges, cherries and 
peas represent the different planets, and 
they would be at at distances from thirty 
feet to two miles away, while Centauri, 
the star referred to, would be distant .1,000 
miles. 
But we ask Professor Young and 
all the astronomers if, in fact, meteors and 
comets do not approach very near to us ? 
The response is that we constantly encoun­ 
ter meteors, daily run against them, and 
do not seem to realiza it. 
Every 
year 
the 
earth 
receives 
about 
3,000,000,000 
of 
meteors 
says 
Professor Newton, aDd these range from a 
hundred weight to several hundred weight 
and to merest particles, and deposit about 
a hundred tons of m atter daily, and in­ 
crease the size of the earth one inch each 
100 000,000 of years. Probably the cometB 
are nothing but large meteors, or masses of 
meteors. No comet bas been known to 
strike the sun, but several have passed 
closely to it. Last year’s great comet 
passed through the corona, and came 
within 300,000 miles of the photosphere. 
But suppose a comet should strike the 
e a r t h I t is probable the consequences 
would be insignificant. All the m atter in 
a comet of largest dimensions is vastly less 
than that in the globe. No one can say if 
a comet can be packed away in one’s 
pooket, or if it is a ball of m atter as solid 
as iron, and a hundred miles in diameter. 
But suppose a comet to enter the snn ? Pro­ 
fessor Young replies, contrary to the theory 
of Professor Proctor, who is something of 
an alarmist on this subject, that it is prob­ 
able the consequences would be slight. As 
the nucleus pierced the photosphere there 
might be a bright flash, an outburst of 
solar prominences, and some auroral and 
magnetic disturbances on tbe earth, but 
the main thermal transformation of the 
impinging energy would be effected so far 
below the visible surface of the sun as to 
expand its bulk so slightly that terrestrial 
astronomers could not detect it, But sup­ 
pose—and this constitutes the greatest fear 
of some timid people—that the earth 
should suddenly be divorced from the 
bonds 
of 
gravitation, 
and 
go 
off 
at a 
tangent wildly 
into 
space ? 
Should this happen it is likely the 
world would have to travel for millions 
of 
ages before it would encounter 
another world ; that is, in the calculation 
of chancea that would likely be the result, 
but though Professor Young is silent on 
that head, no animal life wonld be in ex­ 
istence very soon after the bonds were sev- 
ered—we should be out of our misery 
speedily, for we are so frailly constructed 
that existence would not be possible under 
any special change of circumstances. Bat 
if the earth should meet a body equal to 


its own size and density, tbe heat evolved 
wonld be immediate and so great as to re­ 
solve the earth into vapor very speedily, 
and in that case we wonld not be called on 
to suffer as loDg as we could think about it. 
In any event, then, there is nothing to be 
troubled about. First, we are not likely 
to meet and collide with any celestial body 
at all disturbing to us ; in the next place, 
if we do, we will have no painful realiza­ 
tion of it. But as to the chances ? It is 
not in astronomical science given that there 
is aDy reason to suppose there will be 
a suspension or change of the laws that 
hold the earth swinging regularly in her 
o rbit; there is snch a remote chance of some 
other body coming within our influence, 
that it is not worth mental disturbance. If 
a body enters the earth’s planetary system 
at a distance a hundred times as great as 
the radius of the earth's orbit, and moving 
as rapidly as the usual speed of a comet— 
2ij miles a second—its chances of strik­ 
ing our sun would be as one is to millions, 
unless its path were directed within less 
than half a degree of the sun’s center. 
We may then safely go on speculating, 
loviD g and hating, living in ease or pov­ 
erty, Buffering and enjoying, and give 
but slightest thought to the possibility of 
the earth meeting with any accident. 
THE CONTRADICTIONS AND PERPLIX- 
ITIE3 o f s a n it a r y e n g in e e r s. 
The New York Tribune complains, and 
with point and justice of criticism, that 
sanitary engineers are not agreed for auy 
great length of time upon the proper sani­ 
tary appliances. Thus, a house constructed 
to-day, after the most approved sanitary 
plans, is very likely to ba condemned as 
faulty live years hence by the same class 
of engineers who in the first instance ap­ 
proved it. In the first place there are 
wide discrepancies in practice between the 
engineers, and in the second place the 
principles do not appear to be settled. 
So, to, as to materials aud construction in 
plumbing there is a constant change, ap­ 
proval and condemnation. Now this may 
be, and probably is, due to the fact that 
sanitary science is as yet in its formative 
stage. It certainly is notan exact science. 
It is subject to the developments of the 
age, which tread upon the heels of one 
another with amazing rapidity. We are 
of that period which may be termed the 
experimental ; we see constantly set before 
us a host of new inventions for trapping, 
for ventilation, for subsoil drainage, for 
exclusion of dangerous vapors from houses, 
for draining malaria-breeding lands, for 
sewerage and the disposal of sewage, etc. 
In such a maze, what shall we choose ? 
The Tribune, in the course of its com­ 
ments, quotes from the American Archi­ 
tect, which publishes a paper from Colonel 
George E. W aring, Jr., the eminent Bani- 
tary engineer, where that gentleman says 
that “ flushing " is the watchword of the 
best Banitary science of this time ; and be 
adds that he has little faith in the universal 
specific of trap ventilation and kindred 
appliances. This is very discouraging to 
those who have spent large sums in trap­ 
ping their houses and grounds and in 
searching out the very best appliances of 
that order, especially after sanitary en­ 
gineers have pronounced certain traps en­ 
tirely safe, and complete protection. Mr. 
W aring advises that the least plumbing 
possible be done about houses, and avers 
that the dauger.increases inversely as the 
square of the distance. That is to say, 
given four times the length of lateral pipe 
or twice the number of stationary wash- 
stands or sinks, aDd the danger is either 
sixteen, or four times as great. This is 
very unsatisfactory to the householder who 
has piped and trapped his house from end 
to end with the most approved materials 
and devices. But are we to accept every 
new statement made by an engineer ? Is 
his dogmatism to be the rule, simply be­ 
cause he is eminent ? May not these sci­ 
entific men become juBt a little “ cranky ” 
on their favorite hobbies ? Of course we 
would not condemn them for changing 
their views whenever they havo new light, 
but they should be able to mske the lay­ 
men see the light also : make them under­ 
stand why the old is bad and tbe new is 
good, comparatively. The Sanitary En­ 
gineer, an excellent and thoughtful journal 
published in N9W York and London, and 
which calls to its columns some of the best 
thought and experience of the day on 
these subjects, has recently entered the 
arena of the debate opened by the Tribune. 
The Engineer, in a very dispassionate re­ 
view of the matter, hints that Mr. W ar­ 
ing, despite the eminence he has attained 
and the success which has met most 
of 
his 
efforts, 
is 
not 
infallible. 
His views are not necessarily to be taken 
as sanitary law, because he bluntly enun­ 
ciates this or that doctrine which may be 
opposed to the views and experience of a 
majority of the engineers of the old and 
the new world. But it holds that it is not 
necessary to go to this extent in criticising 
the Colonel. He has several times changed 
his views, but in each case he has brought 
his now opinions before the public in such 
a way as to secure extensive perusal. It 
is a mistake, however, says our oontempo 
rary, to conclude from this that the lead­ 
ing authorities on this Bubject are equally 
vacillating and unable to agree as to the 
vital points. They do not claim that the 
subject is settled, and that no further im­ 
provements are possible, but they do claim 
that careful and repeated observations and 
experiments by competent and well-known 
engineers have shown that certain things 
are necessary to obtain security. Colonel 
Waring denies this, but without giving 
reasons. Such a denial has very little 
weight with scientific men. 
The Engineer then proceeds to add that 
the paper by W aring, which gave rise to 
the debate, is needlessly alarming in some 
respects, mischievous in its sensationalism 
and the method of agitating points not 
essential to and that will not increase the 
value of the advice of its popular author. 
The paper referred to was read by W ar­ 
ing at the recent Social Science meeting, 
and has been printed extensively through­ 
out the country. The Engineer is solicit­ 
ous that the press and the public Bhall dis­ 
criminate as to those opinions which are 
the results of observation and experiment, 
and are therefore generally accepted until 
such time as further observation and ex­ 
periment shall indicate their modification ; 
and those opinions which pertain to an in­ 
dividual, that rest on no proof beyond hia 
bare assertion, and have a tendency to 
alarm the public and urge expensive 
changes without any evidence that snch 
changes are either necessary or desirable. 
Our view of this matter is that whilo wa 
are in the experimental stage regarding 


sanitary soience, we mast expect more or 
less of confnsion of ideas and opinions. It 
is indeed trne of all the sciences at this 
day. In medicine we find the most dis­ 
tinguished authorities differing widely on 
m atters that to the lay mind it wonld ap­ 
pear shonld have long since been settled. 
In sanitary science, however, there is noth­ 
ing which the layman may not examine 
intelligently, and in a judicial spirit. The 
sanitarian can make his positions clear to 
the ordinarily well-read man. There are 
no technical myBteries, no abstruse propo­ 
sitions, do intricate matters which require 
special reading for comprehension. The 
householder may, therefore, well apply his 
own reason, read, hear, examine and adopt 
that which accords with it in the 
light of the evidence presented to him. 
In this way he is quite as likely to go in 
the right direction as if he adopts the dog­ 
matic statements of architects, builders 
and sanitary engineers. The fundamental 
principles the citizen now understands, aDd 
these are that cleanlineeB is the lin t law, 
pure air a necessity, foul vapors and nox­ 
ious gases dangerous, aud deposits of filth 
and sink-holes of decaying nastiness invi­ 
tations to disease. 
ATTENTION TO DETilLS. 
Tbe necessity of attending to email 
things in the m atter of entertaining gueste, 
as indeed in all things, is daily exemplified. 
It is axiomatic that the sum of small 
details makes up the great successes of 
life. 
Recontiy the people of Minne­ 
apolis invited the Science Association to 
hold their annual session in tbat city. It 
was a doubtful experiment to carry the 
meeting so far away from the Atlantic sea­ 
board. However, it was agreed upon, and 
the meeting was held, But, while as a 
session of value to the scientific world it 
was successful^ in a social sense it was not, 
and simply because the people of Minne­ 
apolis have not learned the first lesson in 
the art of entertaining a large body of peo­ 
ple—attention to details. For instance, 
there came to the meeting three hundred 
of the representative scientists of the 
country, and these very naturally expected 
that the people who had invited them 
would attend in reasonable numbers upon 
tbe sessions of the society. They did 
not do so, but left the members to talk to 
each other and empty benches. 
Put in 
the mildest form, thiB was a discourtesy. 
One of the details that should have been 
looked after was tho location of the society 
in such a central locality that it wonld 
have been inviting for the people, and 
thus good audiences would have been as­ 
sured. But, as a m atter of fact, the rooms 
selected were away on one side of the city, 
at the terminus of a single line of horse 
railway. 
This occasioned loss of time 
in going and coming, resulted in over­ 
crowded vehicles, and, as one journal makes 
bold to say, was very annoying to the 
membership of the society. Then the ho­ 
tel selected as headquarters was not agree­ 
able, because, as Science puts it, it was not 
suitable. Members were disposed at beau­ 
tiful and inviting resorts at the lake, bnt 
it took a longer time to go to and fro than 
to attend the sessions, and bo the pleasure 
was cut short and the time for recreation 
wholly absorbed. To and from these dis­ 
tant resorts, it is true, the city provided 
its guests with free transportation, but 
there was a confusing uncertainty about 
late trains that took the edge from the 
pleasure that was possible, because the 
guest was kept in constant fear of being 
left behind, or of being in the way or out 
of the way. The guests agree that there 
was no lack of hospitable intention, no 
failure of effort to show every courtesy, 
but, as a scientific journal adds, th6 things 
complained of “ may be trifles, yet they 
are apt to be remembered when laviehness 
of entertainment is forgotten.” Towns and 
cities that propose to entertain, and that 
desire to send guests away deeply im­ 
pressed with the place, must not forget 
that the essentials are the little things in 
the whole m atter of entertaining. The 
guest will think nothing whatever of the 
failure to be profuse in outlay, if only his 
comfort in the small details is assured. 
The lesson of Minneapolis Bhould be borne 
in mind by California cities and towns 
which are planning to entertain grand 
bodies, conventions, and large gatherings 
of people. _______ ___________ 
HARMONY IN THE ORGANIZATION. 
The New York Tribune calls attention 
to the fact that in not a single Republican 
Convention yet held this year — and 
Beveral State Conventions have been held— 
has there been the slightest diBcord. This 
is true, aud if signs mean anything, there 
is perfect harmony in the party, and R e­ 
publican unity is established beyond per- 
adventure. The party is more united to­ 
day than at any period since 1868, says 
our contemporary, and no men more sensi­ 
bly appreciate the fact than the Democrats. 
They now know that they cannot count 
apon the influence of dissension in the 
ranks, which was so useful to them last 
year. It is Dot needed that the causes 
which led to the unity now apparent shall 
be detailed ; they are patent to all intelli­ 
gent voters, and may be briefly referred to 
as the operation of the civil service reform 
measures, the general satisfaction with the 
administration of publio affairs, the con­ 
servatism manifested in the adjustment of 
the tariff question so far aB adjustment was 
possible under all the circumstances, and 
the manifest disposition of the party to 
unite with all proper movements for reform 
and economy.

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Political Ecosomt. By Arthur Latham Perry, 
LL. D.t Orin Sage, Professor of History and Po­ 
litical Economy in Williams College. New York : 
Charles Scribner's Sons. Sacramento : W. A. k 
C. S. Houghton. One volume, large 8ro. Eigh- 
teeenth edition. $2 £0. 
The study of the principles of political 
economy is becoming more and more popular, 
and this is a gratifying fact. All readers of 
the Recobd-Union must have noted that the 
essayist in the popular magazines and jour­ 
nals are becoming more nnmerous on this 
subject, and that the people are more and 
more engaging in the discussion of the varied 
subjects embraced in the study. It is all 
very much confused now, of course, and there 
is a world of misconception and of false rea­ 
soning and wrong ideas regarding the proper 
functions of government, and tbe end and 
aim of a State, and the rights of individuals 
in a State. But we have much to hope for, 
and there are good grounds for the hope. In 
the fact that political economy is becoming 
a popular topic, there is broad suggestion. 
It is engaging attention now in quarters 
where a few years ago it could not command 
it under any considerations. Professor Per­ 
ry, of Williams College, has just given to the 
reading public, in a new form, his work on 
“ Political Economy,” a volume which comes 
timely to the front when the whole country 
is having its attention directed to the subject 
of which he treats. It comes timely to aid 
in dispelling the ignorance that has prevailed 
regarding the underlying principles of the 
science, an ignorance which, i. is evident, is 
beginning to break up from the deepest foun­ 
dations, and just in time to save the country, 
possibly, from serious tronlbe ; for, with the 
study referred to, the truth must advance, 
and with tbe diffusion of light on the sub­ 
ject, tbe danger that alwuya exists when 
ignorance prevails must pass away. Tha 
menace to the forms of popular government 
has resided chiefly in the ignorant demands 
of those who would have society do for men 
that which they should do for themselves; 
who would upturn all systems of government 
to the substitution cf schemes which are the 
outgrowth of discontent and indolence, and 
the dangerous teachings of the radical 
schools of socialism of Europe. But the 
menace has been found also in the prevailing 
ignorance among law-roakers and executors 
of the law in our country. Perhaps we have 
more to fear from this class than from those 
who boldly aud directly assault our whule 
system. Nowhere has this lack of intelli­ 
gence of the economic functions of legisla­ 
tion, and the true policy of a State, been 
more manifest than in California, Refer­ 
ring to the lack of knowledge which, as a 
people, we have of political economy and its 
governing principles, Professor Perry says we 
have never had a national 'ext-book un the 
subject such as the English have enjoyed in 
the work of Adam Smith. We should be 
well-trained in economics, but we are Dot; 
we have never been driven, he adds, by the 
pressure of want, or by med ieval burdens of 
any kind, to study this science. “ Politically 
privileged classes bave been mostly unknown 
in the United States ; wars have been infre­ 
quent, and standing armies never allowed to 
suck np the substanee of tbe people. 
An 
abundance 
of 
cheap 
and 
fertile 
land 
has 
been 
a 
constant 
reatures to persons anywhere oppressed by 
competition, or in any way feeling uaeom- 
foitab yt he pressure of numbers.” “ Our 
people,” in another place ho savp, “ have been 
led to study very little their limitations, and 
perhaps least of all their economic limita­ 
tions. The enormous losses of their com­ 
mercial crises, and theirjprotcctive tariffs, 
make far lets impreesion on them than they 
would make on people lets fortunately placed. 
Then, too, a knowledge of economic science 
has scarcely ever been a requisite for places of 
honor and profit, not even for tho highest 
fiscal positions. There has beeu almost no 
demand for this kind of knowledge. Of the 
Secretaries of the national Treasury even, 
only Hamilton, Walker. McCulloch and 
Soerman, could lay any claim'to a scientific 
mastery of this Bubject. Oaly a few mem­ 
bers of Congress have beeu economists in 
the scientific sense; what is worse, these 
have been regarded as scarcely better qualified 
for their places on that account; and, conse­ 
quently, it cannot be said that (lie usual ac­ 
tion of Congress has been guided by much 
economic wisdom. The fiscal and commercial 
laws have often been most complicated and 
conflicting. Now and then a governmental of­ 
ficial haB Distinguished himself for ability in 
special parts of the subject.” Among such 
Professor Perry names Mr. Wells, Special 
Commissioner of the Revenue; 
General 
Walker, Superintendent < f the Census ; Dr. 
I-inderman, Director of tbe Mints ; and Mr. 
Elliot, Statistician of the Treasury. 
Professor Perry is a deep thinker—one 
whose mind is not at all disturbed by the con­ 
ditions of the country or the exciting causes 
of public movements—in his consideration of 
the abstract eubjaets treated in his work. He 
taught the principles of political economy 
twelve years in Williams College before he 
ever thought of writing a treatise on the sub­ 
ject. He finally did attempt the task, and 
produced a volume which is intr duciory to 
that now under coticp, and which is in its 
eighteenth edition. There is probablv no 
better read man in America on the subject 
than Professor Perry, and none who have 
treated of the subject with a mors conscien­ 
tious regard for toe importance of the study 
and the development of its truths. As he 
dwelt for years on the question of a trea'isp, 
and the possibility of producing an original 
work, he kept asking himself : “ W hat is 
political economy I 
Within what precise 
field do its inquiries lie ? Is it possible, sim­ 
ple and clearly to circumscribe that field ?” 
He finally corcluded that there Is no good 
reason why economical discussi ios should be 
confined to tangible commodities, and not in­ 
clude, as well, personal services rendered for 
pay, and also credits of sll kinds. The word 
wealth was the one problem to him, of greaier 
moment than all others. From all his read­ 
ing he did not gain a clear conception of just 
what that word covered. He found that no 
two writers hid the same idea regarding it, 
or the same conception of its meanitg, 
and 
that 
no 
one 
of 
them 
had 
given a wholly satisfactoiy definition of it. 
Finally h“ fell upon “ Bastiat’s Harmonies of 
Political Economy,” and then the whole field 
opened clearly before him. 
He does not 
know how much he brought to that result, 
aud how much toward it was contributed by 
Bastiat; buthe does know that from that time 
p ilitical pconomy has been to him a Dew 
science. He did feel, however, that he had 
not only found Bome-hiDg, but that he had 
something of his own. Tnis he contributes 
to the world’s store of knowledge in this 
work, and which, Bince it has b-en before the 
public, has had a very flittering reception, 
both here and in Europe. On the question 
of land, there are chapters of espeeial inter­ 
est, and the claim of the author to have e<1- 
vanced new thoughts on the subject, and to 
have added to the store of scientific rea­ 
son in its consideration, is just. We cannot 
in this review enter into the details of the 
work before ua or adequately print out the 
manner of the treatment of the various 
topics considered. To attempt to do bo 
would be futile. It is already concise, and 
not capable of condensation. But, in gen­ 
eralization, we may express our belief that 
on all the leading branches of the stndy Pro­ 
fessor Perry holds to those views which are 
in accord with the highest developments of 
civilization and the moat advanced thought 
and l ha best reasoning. The method em­ 
ployed by the author is a simple one, 
and admirably adapts the volume to 
elementary nsea. The student who haa not 
attempted reading on the topics here treated, 
can. without difficulty, take up the book of 
Professor Perry as an introduction to this 
most difficult of soience*. Its perusal will be 
found to discipline the mind, strengthen the 
analytical powers, sharpen tho perceptions, 
and give vigor to the mental faculties gener­ 
ally. The study cf this and similar works, 
and to which there is now so strong a tend­ 
ency, is, as we have already remarked, one of 
the most encouraging signs of the times. If 
oar people become in tbe next twenty years 
well-informed upon the fundamental princi­ 
ples of economic science in government, the 
result will be seen in the selection of repre­ 
sentatives squally as well and better versed 
in political economy. Then will follow order 
ont of confusion, methodical and wise practice 
out of the experimental present in which 
vague theories, impracticable Bchemes and 
wild reforms of ignorance and one-ideai-m 
hive the rule and sway. If we advance to 
tbe best government, and to the loftiest ad­ 
ministration, and wriest adjustment of 
economic problems, it must be thr ugh 
the dissemination of correct iuforinstiua 


concerning law and its functions, government 
and its aims, the relations of men to each 
other in their capacity as wage-winners and 
wage-payers, tbe dntiea of the State to the 
sitizen, the obligations of the citizen to the 
State, the status of the nation as one of the 
world’s family and the correct principles upon 
which we shall conduct our business with tbe 
people of other nations, the uses of money, 
the standard of values, the scope of banking, 
and the financial Bystems ot the woild. 
Whoever takes np the work of Professor 
Perry shonld do bo only after dispossessing 
himself of all preconceived notions relative 
to certain popular and much-discussed topics. 
As, for instance, it will be found that Perry 
wholly and radically disagrees with Henry 
George, who has caused so much discussion 
by his work, “ Progress and Poverty 
so. 
too, ProfesBor Perry holds that good bankers 
are great benefactors, aud directly assails the 
idea that a banking system is antagonistic 
to the interests of the people; he makes 
clear the fallacies of protection, and shows 
that the Constitution of the United States 
plants itself on free-trade ground; that a 
tariff, from its very nature, always takes but 
never gives ; that tax-levying is an art based 
on economical 
truths, and 
that 
he 
who attempts it without a clear per­ 
ception 
of 
these 
truths _ is 
likely 
to do great mischief ; that value is always an 
expressed result, and is one of the chief real­ 
ities with which men have to dea!, and that 
the law . f valne is found in "th e billowy play 
of snpply and demand ;” that on supply and 
demaud depend wages, and that the relations 
of capital and wages are not only intimate, 
but not antagonis'ic ; that all capital is pro­ 
ducts saved f ir further use in production ; 
that the motive for saving is the increase 
accruing ; that fixed capital increases rela­ 
tively to tin ulating, and both are tha poor 
man’s friend; that ihe more capital the 
higher the rate of wages, and the lower the 
rale of profit; that the more capital the more 
use of free nature, aud the more demand for 
naid laborers ; that land is a commodity, and 
its sale, produce and rent come under the 
ordinary lews of value ; that vaiue is a form 
of capital, and as such subject to the law cf 
diminishing rcturr, aud that private owner 
ship iu lands is a dictate of the deepest jus­ 
tice and of the longest experience. Wo say 
that on all these, and cognato subjects, the 
reader should dispossess himeelf of nrecoo- 
ceived notions, and, assuming the judicial 
attitude, read Prof. Perry’s volume with the 
care and delibera-ion it demands. If he dots 
this, the chapters will have upon his mind 
their full measure of influence. 
OUR NEW ROD IE 
Between the Countries of Europe and the 
Pac fic Coast. 


SECONP PAPER.

N ew O rle a n s , October 15, I8S3. 
The emigrant for California lands at New 
Orlesna by steamer from Europe and pro­ 
ceeds without delay from the wharf to the 
depot just at hand. If he has bought his 
ticket in Europe, he and his luggage will 
be transferred to the depot free ot charge, 
and, if too late for the train of that day, 
arrangements have been made to accommo­ 
date him aud his family at the depot for 
the night. The steamship line which to 
the present has carried emigrants once a 
month from Europe, at the low rate of 830, 
is the line of the Compagnie Commerciale 
of Havre. 
This is a new line; it owns 
Beven large steamers (4,500 tons and 1,500 
horse-power), bnilt expressly for carrying 
emigrant* and for freight business. 
Only 
three or four of the Bteamers run between 
Europe and New Orleans. This company 
has its headquarters at Havre, and natur­ 
ally takes a vivid interest in the emigra­ 
tion movement for Texas and California. 
On the outward voyage their steamers 
start 
from 
Antwerp, 
touching 
at 
Bordeaux, thence direot to New Or­ 
leans—on the return trip they go direct to 
Havre. They are built to accommodate 
800 emigrants. The steerage cabin is made 
with a remarkably high ceiling. Beds and 
all utensils for eating, etc., are furnished 
free of charge, and on landing at New Or­ 
leans, if the emigrant should desire to pur­ 
chase the bedding, etc., for use on the emi­ 
grant train, he can do so for the trifling 
sum of jjl 50. The company furnishes 
free to the emigrant mild table wine, and 
the food is cooked according to the French 
style, and is abundant. These steamers 
take from New Orleans a full cargo of 
wheat, corn and cotton, largely benefiting 
by the expert of California wheat via the 
Southern Pacific Railroad. They make 
the voyage from Bordeaux to New Orleans 
in from nineteen to twenty-one days. As 
the steamers of the Cie Commerciale now 
carry quite large Dumbers of emigrants to 
Texas and California, and enormous quan­ 
tities of California wheat are now await­ 
ing shipment at New Orleans, other steam­ 
ship companies have entered on a regular, 
or irregular, service between Europe and 
New Orleans. These lines are the Mon­ 
arch, Dominion (both English) and the 
Bremen Lloyd. 
During the past summer the Cie Com­ 
merciale has been the only one sending em­ 
igrants to California every month. The 
representatives of California in Europe of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad and the Im ­ 
migration Association, in beginning their 
work systematically on the continent of 
Europe, have succeeded in interesting a 
large number of the principal emijraticn 
agents in Germany in the new route to the 
Pacific Coast, and induced them to sell 
through tiokets to California via New Or­ 
leans. The price in German money by the 
Cie Commerciale, from Antwerp or Bor­ 
deaux, has been 268 marks, in French 
money 335 francs, and in Austrian 160 
florins (865), by the Bremen Lloyd from Bre­ 
men 300 marks. Though this latter price 
(300 marks) is somewhat higher, it is even 
cheaper for Northern or Central Germany, 
the transportation thence to Antwerp of 
emigrante and their baggage being inore 
expensive, while the railroad fare to Bre­ 
men is very low. 
The arrangements made by the managers 
of the Central Pacific Railroad for sending 
emigrants to California via New Orleans 
have encountered violent opposition from 
several lines of steamers running between 
Europe and New York, whose interest it 
is to prejudice the European public against 
this new high-road to the Pacific Coast. 
Two companies in particular have actually 
forbidden their agents to sell tickets to 
California via New Orleans. A number of 
Swiss agents who depend largely upon a 
certain powerful steamship company, are 
not even permitted to have their names 
used in connection with the emigration 
scheme for California, under threats of los­ 
ing the agency of the company. Hence 
they prefer to work against California 
rather than have emigrants go via New Or­ 
leans. As the Swiss Government does not 
permit any transportation line to be adver­ 
tised except through a licensed agent in 
this country, very few Swiss emigrants 
have been aware that the journey from 
Basel to California via Now Orleans nowa­ 
days costa bnt 360 francs, instead of 500 
francs as via Havre and New Y’ork. But, 
despite all opposition, the emigrant will 
soon learn where to apply for tickets by 
the new cheap route. 
While this year’s emigration from Eu­ 
rope to California will be limited^ on ac­ 
count of such difficulties, California may 
certainly expect a larger emigration via 
New Orleans, as the representatives of Cal­ 
ifornia abroad bave set out on a new plan 
of advertisement on a large scale, and are 
doing systematic work in those parts of 
Europe from which we may expect a desir­ 
able claBS of emigrants. The steamers of 
the Cie Commerciale. in having two points 
for embarkation, one at Antwerp, the other 
at Bordeaux, can easily take emigrants 
from any part of Europe. Antwerp is the 
moat prominent harbor of ' ontinental Eu- 
repe at present, and has evon surpassed 
H»mburg and Bremen. There is a regular 
connection by *ea with all other European 
harbors—of England, France, Holland, 
Germany, Norway, Sweden and Denmark 
—from which ports the emigrant can reach 
Antwerp at a small cost. Bordeaux, 
on 
the 
other 
side, connects with 
Italy, southern France and Spain, and 
all passengers from these points fer the 
Cie Commerciale embark at Bordeaux. 
While the steamers of the Bremen Lloyd, 
the Dominion and Monarch linea can take 


first-class passengers, and the latter two 
al*o intermediate passengers, only one 
steamer of the Cie Commerciale, the M ar­ 
seilles, has accommodations for firit-clasa 
passengers. 
The other steamers of tbe 
line have generally taken few cabin passen­ 
gers, but the arrangements of their offi­ 
cers’ quarters, where such pawengers are 
installed, are so poor and inadequate, that 
the long ocean journey becomes an insup­ 
portable hardship. Another drawback is 
the slow speed of the vessels of the Com­ 
merciale line. A first-class English ocean 
steamer conld make the vovage from Liv­ 
erpool to New Orleans in 12 to 14 days, in­ 
stead of 20 to 21, as by the Commerciale, 
and it depends to be seen what will be the 
speed of the English Dominion line, which 
has just advertised fortnightly departures 
for New Orleans. Al*o, the North German 
Lloyd promisee a more frequent service by 
its faster steamers. However, the sea is 
generally calmer in those southern la t­ 
itudes, and the weather warmer during the 
passage throngh the gulf stream, contrast­ 
ing favorably with the rough weather often 
encountered by the north Atlantic route, 
especially nearing the banks of Newfound­ 
land.Several large parties for California have 
been arranged by the European represent­ 
atives of California for the fall and winter 
month*, both by the Bremen Lloyd 
steamer which left Bremen on September 
Stb, for Galveston, and the Commerciale 
steamers, Bordeaux aDd Paris, the latter 
parties being accompanied by special 
agents of the Immigration Association and 
Southern Pacific Railroad. 
As soon as the new route between 
Europe and California, via New Orleans, 
has become better known, and the steam­ 
ship companies feel encouraged to put on 
fast steamers with first-class accommoda­ 
tions—which can easily be done by the 
Dominion line and the Bremen Lloyd— 
there is no reason why not only the Euro­ 
pean emigrant, but the Californians them­ 
selves, should not profit by this direct line 
to Europe. 
JThis n"w connection between Europe 
and California, which our .State owes solely 
to the enterprise of the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company, promises to become a 
most important factor in business and gen­ 
eral traffic, and renders California inde­ 
pendent of all Eastern competition. Surely 
it will “ hold its own ” on the Atlantic 
side as well as on tbe Pacific.

THE SANITARY DECISION. 
It Has Been Misunderstood—No Obstacle 
to the sanitary Reform—What the Court 
Did Decide. 
Recently the Suprr'or Court of this county. 
Judge Armstrong presiding, rendered a de­ 
cision in a case involving one of the sanitary 
regulations of the city, which has created 
much misunderstanding, and, as a conse­ 
quence, considerable unjustifiable criticism 
bas been indulged in regarding the decision, 
and its effect upon the sanitary reform 
recently instituted in this city, and which has 
met the almost unanimous approval of the 
citizens. Some days have passed since the 
decision, aud sntfi dent time has elapsed for 
the case to he considered calmly, and tbe de­ 
cision examined critically. Jndge Armstrong 
did not have time to file a written opinion at 
the time, and consequently he has been con­ 
sulted concerning the extent and real purport 
of the rnliog. In brief, this appears to be 3 
fair statement of the whole matter, and by 
which it will be seen that there has been de­ 
cided noihiDg that at all militates against 
the power or duty of this city to enforce all 
proper sanitary regulations, or to carry out 
any aud all laws necessary to the proper sani­ 
tation of the city. The case before the Court 
was a criminal one. A man was charged 
with a crime. Tho intent to commit crime 
must, in all cases, be shown to have existed 
before there can ba a conviction. 
In 
his case the defendant was charged 
with 
a 
misdemeanor 
in 
permitting 
to exist upon premises owned by him, a nui­ 
sance detrimental to the public health. All 
the Court had to do was to ascertain if Ihe 
defendant did permit it to exist. If he did, 
it presupposed the power to reside in him to 
abate it. The facts proven on trial were that 
the defendant had rented the premises to a 
Chinaman a year or more before, with the 
right to sublet and to extend the leasehold for 
five years. The first year bad expired and 
the tenant had commenced to hold under the 
extension, and had sublet several part3 of the 
premises. When the tenant took possession 
there was no nuisance upon the premises 
whatever, the place being in good repair, ac­ 
cording to the proofs made. Tne pipes drain­ 
ing the kitchen sink connected with the sewer, 
with a catch sieve iu the basin of the sink, so 
a9 to retain alt solid matter. The tenant re­ 
moved the bottom of ihe barin, cut off the 
pipes from the s.wer and permitted the whole 
drainage to fall upon the ground, or to flow 
into a cesspool—it is immaterial which— and 
out of these .acts arose the nntsauca. The 
Court held it to be the law that as the tenant 
had committed the act, and as tne landlord 
had not the power to prevent it, and had no 
intent in the matter, and conld not enter and 
vacate the lease because of the act of the ten­ 
ant, that therefore the defendant could not 
be criminally held. The issue, bad it been 
a civil proceeding, would have been 
presented 
in 
a 
different 
m anner; 
bnt in a criminal proceeding all the Court can 
do is to ascertain if a crime had beeu com­ 
mitted by the party charged. The facts, 
says the Judge, showed that not defendant 
but the tenant had committed the crime. 
There remained bnt one duty to perform after 
that. It should be borne in m ini that there 
is nothing in the law to prevent the punish- 
mentof the tenant if the tenant is the offeider. 
Tne party in poss-ssion of premises is the 
one who is, prima facie, responsible for their 
condition—bnt, ot course, it may be shown 
that the owner has contracted to keep them 
clean. It most, moreover, be remembered 
that there is nothing in the decision of the 
Court whatever that at all militates against the 
right or power of the city tocommaud prem­ 
ises to be cleaned up, and to make the ex­ 
pense thereof a lien against tbe propstty, 
where the owner, the one in control, or the 
responsible party, refaces or Deglects to abate 
the nuisance. All these and kindred ques­ 
tions were not before the Court, and were 
not passed upon or presented in any light, 
and could not arria in the case. The Judge 
wai asked how a tenant in such a case as that 
which he decided conld be arrested or pur­ 
sued, where it was a matier of great difficulty 
to identity ? He replied that it oould cer­ 
tainly be shown—and the inquisitorial power 
of a magistrate can be exercised to 
disclose it to whom ths landlord had 
leased; and if there was a sublet­ 
ting, so the sub-les.ee could be discovered, 
and such lessee, or S'ib-lef6.e, being the party 
in posressioD or control, would, of course, be 
the responsible party. The Judge was ex­ 
plicit in stating to his interviewer that in this 
decision be had but followed the law as under­ 
stood for a^es, and as settled beyond all ques­ 
tion of dispute, and that, so far from imped­ 
ing the sanitation of the city, it really shonld 
aid it, since it enables the city to piuisue the 
really guilty party. He had no right to give 
expression as to possible cases to arise, but as 
a citizen deeply interested in all measures to 
advance the town and make it the most de­ 
sirable place in the State for residence, he 
hid a light to say, and did not hesitato to 
say, that tbe most stringent sanitation shonld 
be insisted upon and carried out. All needed 
abatements should be worked, and the coat 
made a lien upon property where possible, 
and where the owner refuses to do hia duty 
to the_ community. Where the ordinary 
tenant is notified to abate a nuisance on prem­ 
ises he holds, he believed it wise for him to 
ahíte it at the landlord’s cost, unless he him­ 
self is bound to do it, or else surrender the 
premises back to him. In this connection it 
may be well to explain the case of 
the St. George building, a house where 
rooms are let to a large number of 
persons. This case has been used to illustrate 
a diecupfcion befi re. It has been supposed 
that, under the late decision, a nninanc© 
c mid not be abated in such pyeniDea to 
which all the tenants contribute, for the de~ 
gree of contribution could not be shown. Bat 
it will be seen that the decision amounts to 
this, that the person in control ie re»p°DI,,b*®:

Charity rules the hour. 
The people 
about whom one likes to hear are nothing 
if not charitable this autum n. 
I wrote 
you aboat the California Association for 
the tending of feeble-minded children, in 
explanation of which Dr. Stratton delivered 
an interesting lecture in Oakland last 
night. 
Saturday the Old Ladies’ Home 
gave a sort of tea or kettledrum from 2 
o’clock till 9, utilizing their grounds for 
eroquet and tennis, and netting more than 
$1,000 from the entertainm ent. 
T hat is a 
charity in which Mrs. Benjamin Baboock 
is a prime mover. 
Then yesterday—Tues­ 
day—and this evening the fete for the 
benefit of the Homeopathic H ospital was 
held at Mrs. 
George IlearBt’s beautiful 
houee on Van Ness avenue. 
These two 
charitiee—the Old Ladies' Home and the 
Homeopathic Hospital—have their head­ 
quarters in the Mills buildiDg and the 
Keene building, of w hat waB formerly St. 
Lake’s Hospital. 
Once upon a tim e it 
occurred to organizing 


LAIiIKS OF THE EPISCOPAL PERSUASION 
That there was no free hospital in San 
Francisco, save only tho City and County 
Hospital, and that, seeing this deficiency, 
it were well to found such an institution, 
to be supported by m onthly subscriptions. 
A good dea! of the real work concentrated 
in T rinity Church. 
St. Luke’s Hospitals 
in London and New York, being of world­ 
wide reputation, and as there is much in a 
name, Mile. C&pulet to the contrary not­ 
withstanding, and as St. Luke the evan­ 
gelist is popularly known as the beloved 
physician, the new hospital accordingly 
began its career as St. Lake's. 
The chief

A PUNGENT LETTE1.

A ttem pt of Politicians and Certain Papers 
to Coerce Public Officials Into 
Unlawful 
Acts. 


A long letter haa been w ritten by Jam es 
Johnson, of W oodland, to G. J . C arpenter, 
K iilro ad 
C jmmisdioner, 
in 
answer to a 
friendly letter concerning the work of the 
Commi.-wioQ and the pressure th a t has been 
brought to hear to coerce it into a certain 
conrBe of action. 
M r. 
Jo h n so n s 
letter, 
which ia given in p art below, is published in 
full in the O akland Times, w ith this intro­ 
ductory rem ark : 
The following letter, though not written for pub­ 
lication, appears to embody so much Democratic 
sense upon the question of official responsibility, 
that we have requested and received permission for 
it* publication.—I Ed. Times. 
la his letter, the w riter says: 
I commenced yesterday to write a newspaper com­ 
munication on “ Who the Poop e Are, and How 
They Must Govern.” Finding it impossible to com­ 
press it within as narrow limits as I wish, I aban­ 
doned the attempt. Some ef the thoughts which I 
intended for the proposed newspaper article I think 
it best to introduce in this connection. 
Under the Constitution the enacting clause of 
every law must read, “ The People of the State of 
California, represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows.” Who, in legal contemplation, are 
“ the People of the Sute of California?’ Not all 
the men, women and children, but the legal voters 
of the State. I do not know wh it their exact num­ 
ber may be, but it exceeds a hundred and sixty 
thousand. I will call it one hundred and sixty 
thousand for practical convenience. Of that num­ 
ber it requires more than eighty thousand to make 
a majority 
. 
Scattered all over the State of California, under 
circumstances which preclude the poasioility of their 
coming together at some central pdint and organ­ 
ising as a deliberative body, it is impossible for them 
over to act as such. There is no p *ssible method by 
which they can exercise an}* function of government 
beyond that of voting. 
'A hat I have parted with ia no longer mine. 
W hit the people have parted with ia no longer 
tbeirs. Under usage they must be held to have 
retained the right of instructing the Legislature 
upon mere questions of policy. If upon a question 
of that kind 90.0 0 voters should express themselves 
one way, either by petition or remonstrance, they 
ought to be obeyed. But the Legislature would 
hare no right to trample the Constitution under 
foot, in order to please the people. 
Neither should 
it ask, “ Wh t do the people want? ” while engaged 
in the performance of any duty of a judicial nature. 
What all the voters in the State cannot do, auy 
number less than all cannot do. The voice of the 
people haa been spoken in the Cons'itution which 
they hive adopted, and in the laws which they have 
m ale in pursuance thereof. The duties of every 
officer are defined by law, and in the performance of 
them he shou’d take the laws as his only guide. 
AH the people in the State have no right to control 
any officer, from the lowest to the highest, in the 
performance of any official act. For instance, no 
person of common sense will say that all the people 
in the State can rightfully tell any Coustable or 
Sheriff how to serve a writ, or any Recorder how to 
record a deed, or any Just:ce of the Peace or Judge 
how to decide any question of law. 
This reasoning applies with peculiar force to cases 
in which the Constitution has created certain duties 
and specified what tribunal or officer ia to perform 
them. 
Article XII., Section 22, of the Constitution pro­ 
vides for the election of three Railroad Commis­ 
sioners, and that they “ shall have the power, and 
it shall be their duty, to establish rates of charges 
for the transport ition of passengers and freight by 
railroad and other transportation companies, and 
publish the same from time to time with such 
changes as they may make ; to examine the books, 
records and papers of all railroad and other trans­ 
portation companies, and for this purpose they shall 
have power to issue subpenas and all other necessary 
process to hear and determine complaints against 
railroad and other transportation companies, to 
send for persons ar.d papers, to administer oaths, 
take testimony, and punish for contempt of their 
orderB and pn>ce9ses in the same manner and to the 
same exteut as Courts of re ord, and enforce their 
decisions and correct abuses through the medium 
of the Courts.” 
It is too plain for argument that neither all the 
people in the State nor any number lees than all 
hare a right, In the least, to control the Railroad 
Commission in the performance of any of the above 
enumerated duties. 
Upon that point the people have spoken through 
the Constitution, aud through a statute made in 
pursuance thereof, and they have spoken in no 
ether way. 
Tne people, of course, have opinions. 
Except in 
so far as he may have expressed them each man’s 
opinions are known only to himself. The people 
have delegated to nobody the right to declare what 
their opinions are. Newspaper editors often make 
the mistake of supposing that they voice public 
opinion. That is a great mistake. 
An editor hav­ 
ing true manhoLd is fearless in the expression of 
his osn manhood, and tries to make public opinion 
right. As far as public opinion has been expressed, 
he may have facilities beyond other men for ascer­ 
taining what U is. But as to unexpressed public 
opinion, he knows no more than other people do. 
One of the crying evils of the times is, that too 
much power is wielded by irresponsible parties. 
The Rulrosd Commissijners have beeu elected by 
the people and taken the oath of office. It has been 
their duty to study thoroughly every question upon 
w’hich they may be called upon to act. Responsi­ 
bility should always accomp »ny power, and power 
should always accompany responsibility. The re­ 
sponsibility for wh*t is done by the Commission 
attaches to the Cunmisatenern, and to nobody else. 
A9 the responsibility U theirs, the power should be 
theirs. It is theirs in law and reason, and nobody 
Should share it with them. 
If the framers of the Constitution had thought it 
important that the Railroad Commissioners should 
have a Board of Advisors they would have so pro­ 
vided. 
But they did not so think. Of the hundred 
and sixty thousand voters of the State any man has 
as good a right as any other man to obtrude his ad- 
vv'9 unon the Railroad Commission, and to be 
«Bended if it is not followed. 
An editor makes a great mistake when he con­ 
cludes that he has a right to aüvise everybody, and 
to take offense every time his advice is not followed. 
But many editors appear so to think. The advice of 
an editor Is worth no more than the advioe of the 
same man if not an editor. The advice of twenty or 
thirty editors is worth no snore than the advice of 
the same number of equaliy intelligent citizens who 
are not editors. The opinion of any member of a 
State or Connty Central Committee is worth no 
more tnau the opinion of an equally intelligent 
citizen. 
Tne editors and proprietors of the Examiner. the 
editors of a few other papers, a few Central Com­ 
mittee men, and a few other politicians, have com­ 
mitted the great mistake of calling themselves “the 
people.” They have attempted to dictate what fares 
and freights shall be. 
They have sought to control 
the action of the Commission through intimidation. 
They have sought to control the Governor. But 
they have so far failed, and I trust will fail. 
I may seem to dwell upen this topic at undue 
length, but I think that I do not. 
An attempt has been made to overturn one flec­ 
tion of the Constitution. The Constitution provides 
that fares and freights shall be regulated by Railroad 
Commissioners, th at implies that the Commission­ 
ers shall in all things follow the dictates of their 
own judgments and consciences, entirely regardless 
of what outside opinion may be. An attempt has 
been made to compel the Commissioners to do just 
as the politicians told them to do 
You are familiar 
with the comparison of “ the power behind the 
throne.” “A power behind the throne greater than 
the throne,” for all practical purposes, is the 
throne. 
In like manner a power behind a Railroad 
Commission, that controls the Commission, is the 
Commission. The power that can oontrol a tribunal 
is always greater than the tribunal it controls. 
Tne Examiner has advanoed the detestable doc­ 
trine that every officer should obey the people, and 
it requires comparatively only a few persens to con­ 
stitute what it is pleased to call “ the people.” In 
proportion as the doctrine is carried out, a mob 
Government will be substituted for one of a CDnsti- 
tutioa and laws. 
It hasalvwed the calling of an extra session of 
the Legislature for the Durpose, not of giving Mr. 
Humphreys and yoursdf an impartial trial, but of 
convicting you 
It proposes to accomplish that re­ 
sult through the presence of a committee of a 
thousand aud fort> men, whose business it shall be 
to intimidate the Legislature. The wretch who 
makes the suggestion does not seem to realize the 
fact that there is any such thing as sanctity in an 
oath. 
A Railroad Commissioner virtually fills a judicial 
position. He cannot take notice, without proof, of 
what is a reasonable eompensaton for the trans­ 
portation of far- s and freights. It is his duty, there­ 
fore, to hear testimony, and to impartially weigh it 
and consider it upon those points. Having so done, 
he should act with entire impartiality between the 
payers of fares and freights on the one hand and 
the receivers of them on the other. 
To moke my ifieaning plainer I will here suppose 
a ease: 
Julies, who is a c immon carrier, brings suit ag&inst 
Thompson to recover the turn of five hundred dol­ 
lars for the transportation of freights. Browne, the 
Judge before whom the case is pending for trial, has 
said and persisted in saying, “ Jones resort d to 
bribery and every corrupt means he could employ to 
defeat" my election." 
Will any lawyear in the 
w^rld pretend that Browne can impartially try the 
asewhat is the odd9 between such a Judge ami one 
who has hurled fiercer denunciations against railroad 
men as a class? 
. 
There never was a good Judge who was not an im­ 
partial one. There can be no trait more important 
than impartiality in any officer filling a judicial posi­ 
lion 
It is, ir.deed, indispensable. 
Thñ'Ezaminer anJ its co-workers have, not with 
Impartiality, but with the most unjust and violent 
partisanship, tried to control the actios of the Com­ 


* Notwithstanding the tremendous pressure brought 
to bear upon you, Mr. Humphreys and yourself have 
foiled the eff Vts of the schemers, and I think that 
you are entitled to honor and gratitude from the 
public for so doing. 
. . 
Every citiz-n has the right to expresi his oDimon 
upon any public question. State aud County Cen­ 
tral Committee men, not as committee men, but 
simply m citizens, have the same right. 
But, in 
their official capacity, they have nothing to do with 
any officer. Tney had no m re right to investigate 
the Railroad Commission than they had to Investi­ 
gate the Supreme Court. 
The agifcat.Ts se m to regard George Stone man, 
not as the Governor of a greit St*te, but as the 
mere chief of a party. Party committees and party 
politicians have made party appeals to him. Falsely 
styling themselvss - the people/’ they have been 
very persistent in telfirg him what “ the people “ ) 
waul. Here, aguo, they make an assault upon the 
Constitution. Neither all the people in the State 


nor anv number less than all, have the right to de­ 
termine when there shill be an extra session of the 
Legislature. The Governor is the only man whose 
duty it is to consider that question, and be is the 
only mam who has the right to decide it. 
I turn to one view of the subject to which I have 
not yet referred. Party attacks should never be 
made upon party officers without a known public 
necessity for so doing. 
If, instead of the course they have pursued, the 
agitators had made it a point to say all that could 
truthfully be said in favor of the Commission, they 
would have done much to strengthen the party. 
Their labors, instead, have tended to produce party 
dissensions, and consequent party weakness. 
I am pleased to learn of the Democratic victory in 
Ohio. 
I think that it augurs a Democratic success 
in the Presidential electiou of 1884. Should I live 
to witness that occasion, I would be glad to have 
the eight electoral votes of California cast in favor 
of 
the 
Democratic 
nominees 
for 
President 
and 
Vice-President. 
To insure 
that 
reault, 
the 
agitators 
of 
to-day 
must pass to the 
rear. . 
By 
what 
means, 
if 
at 
all, 
they 
can be sent thither I do not know. It will require a 
wiser man than I am to devise the plan. Each voter 
in the State is on a level with every other voter in 
the privilege of giving advice. 
I will not undertake to say what you ought to do. 
I will, nevertheless, venture an opinion as to what 
you will do. 
In proportion as the reduction of fares and 
freights gives relief to the people, they become 
aware of the fact, and all the newspapers in the 
State cxnnot mislead them. The last time, for in­ 
stance, that I made the round trip from Woodland 
to Sacramento it cost me $2 50 for railroad fares. 
Now it would cost me only $1 90. If I want to 
make the trip it concerns me not in the least to 
know what it may coat some man to go from San 
Francisco to San Jose. 
Neither does it con­ 
cern the 
man who wants 
to go from San 
Francisco to San Jose what it may cost me 
to go to Sacramento. If I want to go to Tehama 
and back I know that the trip will cost me five dol­ 
lars and eighty cents less than it would before the 
reductions were made. Tne same reasoning will 
apply to all other localit es at which there have 
been reductions. 
You kuow that such are the 
facts. 
What has been done so far has been somewhat 
experimental. Should observation and experience 
convince you that farther reductions are necessary, 
you will not hesitate to make them. While in the 
language of the Code you allow the transportation 
companies “ a reasonable compensation and no 
more,” you will be careful not to allow them less. 
That is to say, eAact justice, so far as it is at­ 
tainable, will be your aim. 
In justice to vourself, your friends and the great 
interests coufided to your charge, you will aim, as 
far a9 you can, to protect your official acts against 
misconstruction, by avoiding all appearance of evil. 
You will not bid a premium for agitation, by en­ 
couraging agitators. On the contrary, you will get 
clear of agitation, agitators and hobby-riders as fast 
as you can, and once clear you will stay clear.

S an F rancisco, October 19th.—The R ai’- 
road Commissioners held a m eeting to-day, 
at which all the members were present. 
A n answer to the com plaint of VV, H Rob­ 
inson, of SoiBnn, was filed by Judge M cKu 
sick for the Central Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany, replying to the alleged refusal of the 
railroad’s agents to transport a dental lathe 
from S ixteenth Btreet, O akland, to Suisun. 
The answer avers th a t under Section 465 of 
the Civil Code the com pany has a right “ to 
regulate the tim e and m anner in which pas­ 
sengers and property shall be transported 
th at in pursuance of this law the com pany 
has made rules, one ef which prohibits sta­ 
tion agents from receivin* for transportation 
property not properly packed; 
th a t the 
dental lathe, when presented for shipm ent on 
April 7, 1883, was not packed or boxed, and 
being a light, fragile machine, it could not 
be safely carried w ithout boxing. 
Therefore 
the agent properly refused to take the m a­ 
chine. 
The answer is sworn to by F reight 
Traffic M anager J . C. Stubbs. 
The consid­ 
eration of the m atter was set for the next 
meeting of the Board. 
A com m unication from S tate Controller 
D unn was read by Secretary Andrus, which 
brought np the m atter of the attorney’s fees 
in the case of the Pacific Coast Steam ship 
Com pany vs. The Board of Railroad Com­ 
missioners. 
B y resolution, nearly two years 
ago, the old Board agreed to pay Belcher A 
Belcher S I,000, Chipm an A G arter S I,000, 
and Clitue B arbour S500, as fees to defend the 
Commission in the I nited States Circuit 
Court. 
R ecently the case was decided ad­ 
versely to the Commission, the C ourt holding 
th at the S tate could not regulate the freight 
and passenger charges of steam ere which 
plied a m arine.league out of any port, ae Con­ 
gress had exclusive jurisdiction. 
A fter the 
decision the bills of counsel for fees were Bent 
to Sacram ento w ith a transcript of the m in­ 
utes of the Board engaging them . 
I t a p ­ 
peared from theee m inutes th a t the attorneys 
were, in consideration of the sume nam ed, to 
prosecute the case to a ** final term ination, 
which mean» to carry it to the Suprem e 
C ourt of the U nited States. 
None of the at­ 
torneys, it appeals, understood such to be 
their agreem ent. 
Governor Stonem an, a m em ber of the old 
Board, was consulted. H e wrote to Secretary 
AndruB th a t he understood the case was to he 
taken to the Court of last resort for the fees 
agreed upon. 
None of the attorneys were present. 
M r. 
Foote said th a t all of them had refused to go 
on w ith the case w ithout additional fees, and 
if the Board w anted the case appealed other 
law yers would have to be employed. 
M r. C arpenter stated th a t he understood 
the attorneys had held no c m sultation as to 
w hat further steps ought to be taken in the 
case. 
H e preferred to have some concerted 
opinion, and offered a resolution requesting 
the law yers to advise the Board w hat steps 
were now advisable, and if, in their opinion, 
the decision of Justice F ield is conclusive of 
the issues involved in the case. 
The resolution was unanim ously’adopted 


reduction ok freight rates. 
The following order was offered by M r. 
C arpenter, who stated its object to he to 
allow the railroad companies to make the re ­ 
ductions proposed by the Board in their pres­ 
ent schedules w ithout the trouble of makm g 
schedules. 
I t would obviate the necessity of 
the B >ard employing clerks to m ake a re­ 
duced freight schedule: 
It is hereby ordered that existing classifications 
and rates of charge for freight, in straight or mixed 
car-load lots, on all railroads and lines of transport­ 
ation, and the several divisions and branches there­ 
of, within tlus State, owned, leased and operated by 
the Central Pacific Railroad, shall be and are 
changed, reduced and established as follows, to w it: 
First—For grain, including all the cereals, from 
San Francisco, Port Costa, Stockton and Sacra­ 
mento, to all other points and in all directions be­ 
tween the same, or any of them, thirty five per 
cent, less than existing rates; provided, that rates 
“ in,” or from tide water, if not more than twenty 
per cent, in excess of rates ’’.out, or towards tide 
water, shall remain as they now are. 
Second—For Hour and mill stuffs of all kinds, in 
sacks or barrels, from San Francisco, Port C.*sta 
Stockton and Sacramento to all other points in the 
S ute, and in all directions between such points, 
twenty five per cent, less tian existing'ratoe ; pro­ 
vided, that when su:h reduction will make the rate 
“ íd " less than the existing rate “ out," present 
rates shall prevail. 
Third—Household goods, furniture, farming uten­ 
sils, live-stock, and whatever Is comprised in the 
efftcts of a familv or described as emigrants' mova­ 
bles, are included with commodities of the fourth 
class, and for transportation in any direction shall 
be subject to the same aud no higher rate of 
charge. 
Fourth—For grain sacks, hags and bagging, agri­ 
cultural implements, wagons and vehicles of all 
kinds, in all directions and to all points in the State, 
twenty ]ier cent, less than existing rates. 
Fifth—Fence wire, iron pipe, bar, sheet and Rus­ 
sia iron, horseshoes and nails of all kinds, shall be 
artd are hereby included with third class freight in 
the existing schedules of said company, and shall 
lie subject to the same and no higher rate of 
charge. 
Sixth -Blacksmith's coals and Uble and dairy salt 
are hereby Included with commodities of the fifth 
class, and shall take the same rate of eliarge. 
Seventh- Wherever in the existing freight sched­ 
ules of Baid company green fruit constitutes a spe­ 
cial class, such class is hereby abolished, and all 
species of green fruit included therein shall be 
classed with beans, flaxseed, mustardseed, broom- 
corn, hops and California wine in wood, and shall 
be subject to the same aud no higher rate of charge. 
And whenever in said schedule green fruit is in­ 
cluded with second or any higher class of freight, it 
shall be and is hereby included with freight of the 
third class, and shall be subject to the same and no 
higher charge. 
Eighth—It is further ordered that a certified copy 
hereof shall be immediately served on said com­ 
pany, and, if within three days after such service, 
Baid oompany shall file with the Secretary of this 
Commission a written waiver of a separate schedule 
and of a printed copy thereof, and shall specify 
therein the time, not exceeding twenty days from 
the date of said service, within which said changes 
of classes and reductions of rates will be made and 
put in force, then, and in that case, said company 
may make such changes of classes and reduction of 
rates in its existing schedules and by such circulars 
to agents and in such form and manner, subject to 
lawful publicity as shall be most convenient for in­ 
spection and use ; and such changes and reductions 
shall be made in the same form and manner by the 
Secretary of the Commission in the achednles of 
said rompany now od file In this office, and shall 
take effect accordingly. 
M r. C arpenter explained th a t owing to in­ 
congruities the order abolished the special 
class for green fruit. 
On the C entral and 
Southern Pacific r >ads the order would make 
reductions from 25 to 35 per cent, on the 
present rates charged for freight. 
M r. Foote asked if the law did not rpquire 
the Board to make its own schedule ! 
He 
also inquired if 
the order was drawD to 
avoid the obligations imposed by the sta t­ 
ute ? 
M r. C arpenter—I do not hesitate to say 
th a t w ithout a w ritten waiver the law re­ 
quires us to m ake our own schedule, but I 
think a w ritten waiver would be legal. 
I t 
stands on the same ground as waivers in other 
cases. 
M r. Foote—The point is w hether at some 
subsequent tim e the railroads conld not ap­ 
peal from the schedule on the grouad th a t it 
had not been adopted according to law. 
M r. C arpenter—I t seems to me a w ritten 
waiver would bar such an action. If the rail­ 
roads consent to make the reductions willing­ 
ly it will be a very convenient way for os to 
make them. 
M r. Foote—W ell, I don’t wiah to vote for 
the resolution nntil I have tim e to look into 
these questions. 
I nnderstand this order is 
the one the Secretary has been at work apon ? 
M r. C arpenter—Yes, sir. 
I have no doubt 
the reductions are all genuine, and th a t they 
will be m aterially felt on the lines affected, 
M r. Foote aBked the Secretary as to the 
character of the reductions. 
Tne Secretary 
replied th a t they were from 25 to 35 per cent, 
on the lines cf the C entral and Southern P a ­ 
cific roads. 
W here the rates on outgoing 
freights conld be reduced 35 per cent, w ith­ 
out m aking them less than the incoming 
freights, th a t had been done. 
I t was finally arranged th a t the order 
should be postponed nntil the next meeting, 
in order to give M r. Foote an opportunity to 
satisfy himself as to the legality ef the pro­ 
ceedings. 
M r. Foote offered his three cents a mile 
passeDger schedule, w ith an order to enforce 
it, which was also laid over until the next 
m eeting. 
The Board considered a letter received 
from citizens of B utte county, complaining 
th a t the California N orthern Pacific Com­ 
pany, which operates a line from M arysville 
to Oroville. a distance of 28 miles, was charg­ 
ing 7 and 8 cents a mile. 
On m otion of M r. Carpenter, the Secre­ 
tary was ordered to summon the Superintend­ 
ent to appear and Bhow cause why fares on 
the road should not be reduced to 5 cents a 
mile. 
W ithout further action the Board adjourned 
u n til Tuesday next, wheD the question of re­ 
ducing freight charges will be considered.
